SENATE. 
Friday, July 
isss. 
The Senate met at 
a. m.. President Daggett 
in the chair. Roll called and quorum present. 
Prayer by the Chaplain. Journal of preceding 
day read and approved. 
CORRECTION OF THK JOURNAL. 
Whitney rose and said the complaint made by 
I). S. Terry was simply h petition, or memorial, 
and should not have beeu spread upon the 
journal. 
Kellogg thought otherwise, and that the com­ 
plaint property belonged in the .journal. 
The Chair expressed the belief that, under 
the provisions of the Constitution, it would not 
be necessary for the complaint to l>e entered 
upon the journal, unless the Judges should be 
removed after a full investigation upon charges * 
properly tiled. 
Cross expressed similar views. The Judiciary 
Committee had fully considered the subject, 
and had arrived at the conclusion that au ;u- 
vestigation could not be had until a committee 
had inquired into the subject contained in the 
memorial of I». 8. Terry, and formal charges, if 
any, preferred. 
The subject was debated at some length by 
Messrs.!Lynch. McClure, Kellogg, Boone and 
Days. Finally, Lynch moved that the journal 
should be alte led so as to show that a petition 
was presented from D, S. Terr)', and a resolu­ 
tion in relation thereto by Senator Baldwin, 
which latter was referred to the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. It was so ordered. 
MEMORIALS AND PETITIONS. 
Parkinson. Whitney. Saxe, McClure, Lynch, 
Kellogg. Foster and others presented petitions 
trom citizens of several counties in relation to 
irrigation. Referred. 
Cross, from the Committee on Judiciary, sub­ 
mitted the following majority report on the res­ 
olution asking for an investigation of the com­ 
plaint against two Justices of the Supreme 
Court: “ Your Committee on Judiciary have 
hud under consideration the resolution offered 
by Senator Baldwin concerning the appoint­ 
ment of a committee to investigate the charges 
preferred against Chief Justice Morrison and 
Associate Justice Sharpstein, and do now report 
the same back with a substitute, and reeom 
mend the adoption of the substitute.” 
The substitute provides for a committee 
of nine Senators to investigate the charges 
brought to the notice of the Senate bv Senator 
Baldwin against two Justices of the ’Supreme 
Court, the committee to report whether, in 
its opinion, the charges have sufficient foun­ 
dation to warrant any further action (or what 
course of action) on the part of the Senate ; the 
committee to have power to send for persons 
and papers. 
Kellogg, from the same committee, submitted 
the following minority report 
The undersigned dissents from the report of 
the majority of the Committee on Judiciary 
upon the question submitted to the committee, 
and reports as follows: The question, and. as I 
understand it, the only question, submitted to 
the committee was this: “ Should the Senate ap­ 
point a committee to investigate the charges 
preferred aud presented by Hon. D. S. Terry to 
this Senate against the Chief Justice and one of 
the Associate Justices of the Supreme Court, and 
in accordance with the request contained in the 
resolution offered by Senator Baldwin, of San 
Joaquin ?” 
To this question I answer no, and for the rea­ 
sons herein set forth. I admit that the charges 
*et forth in the complaint, as presented by Mr. 
Terry, are specific and sufficient in form. The 
section of the Constitution referred to and the 
rules of the Senate are silent as to the manner 
of procedure. So far as Í can learu no prece­ 
dent has beeu established. If none has been 
established, one should be at this time. I do 
not think that any unverified charge or charges 
or complaint by any citizen or any number of 
citizens should be considered suilicient to au 
thorizc the Senate to take such actiou as is con­ 
templated by the resolution referred to. The 
complaint should at least be verified to the ex­ 
tent as is required in a criminal action in a 
Justices’ Court. Further. I think that in a ease 
in which an ofllcial holding a judicial position 
is sought to be removed from office by resolu­ 
tion. tne facts or evidence upon wh ch the com­ 
plainant bases the charges in his complaint 
should be fully aud specifically set forth (duly 
verified), either in the compiaiLt or in the 
papers accompanying the same, so that the 
Senators may determine whether the fiu ts 
stated would warrant the Senate to proceed to 
uu investigation. 
In my opinion no official should be cited to 
appear before the Senate or any committee of 
the Senate on any charge whicu might res jit in 
his removal from office oil any unverified 
charge or comnlant. and no committee of inves­ 
tigation should be appointed by the Senate 
upon such unverified charges or complaint. 
W. W. Kelloog. 
Boone raised the point that, under the call of 
the Executive, the consideration of the whole 
matter was beyond the authority of the Senate. 
He therefore moved that the m atter be resub­ 
mitted to the committee, that this point might 
be considered. 
McClure explained that the substitute for the 
original resolution covered the whole mutter. 
It the committee tobe appointed to consider 
the m atter should find that the Senate had not 
power to consider the subject, it would so re­ 
port. 
Cross moved to postpone the whole m atter 
until Monday next. So ordered. 
Lynch, from the committee, reported back a 
series of resolutions in relation to salaries of va­ 
rious attaches. Adopted. 
Baldwin offered a resolution appointing Miss 
Mollic Skanaker Assistant Engrossing Clerk. 
Referred. 
McClure moved to adjourn untill Monday, at 
2 p. m. On call of the roll the motion was lost 
by a vote of—ayes 16, noes 18. 
’Boone asked for two days’ leave of alsence. 
Refused by the Pen ate. 
Lowe renewed the motion to adjourn until 
Monday at 2 i\ m. Ix>st—ayes 17, noes 18. 
Parkinson asked for two days’ leave of ab­ 
sence. in order to attend to important private 
business. Granted. 
On motion of Cross, the vote by which Sena­ 
tor Bonne was refused two davs’ leave of ab­ 
sence was reconsidered. On call of the roll the 
Senate granted the request. 
McClure moved an adjournment until 3 o’clock 
p. m. on Monday. Lost. 
Spencer asked for two days* leave of absence. 
McClure got the floor and talked to the ques­ 
tion until the hour of recess arrived. 
A fternoon Session. 
On reassembling. Mr. McClure moved that the 
Senate adjourn until Monday at 2:45. Carried— 
uvea 20. noes 7.

Jordan said he hoped that the House wou.d 
not undertake to railroad the Supreme Court out 
of office. He hoped when they started in to re­ 
move the Chief Justice aud one ot his associ­ 
ates ttiev would act at least with common de­ 
cency. It was easy enough to pass resolutions, 
but he thought they should be tempered with 
justice; the matter should, at least, have a little 
consideration. He hoped this would not l>e a 
case like he had heard of, where the defendant 
was lirst executed and then tried 
McJunkin, another member ot the committee, 
was very anxious to have the resolution passed. 
He was ready to proceed with the case, aud so 
were the other members of the committee. He 
did not think the Assembly should pay any at­ 
tention to what the Senate had done or proposed 
to do in the case. 
Jones, of Sacramento, made a strong argu­ 
ment against the resolution. He thought it was 
wrong, and would l»e the establishment of a 
very bad precedent. 
Firebaugh said lie had been told that there 
was no politics in it. He thought there was. 
and it was all Democracy. The charges arc- 
made by a Democrat against Judges who are 
Democrats, elected by the Democratic party. 
The Governor, who is a Democrat, called the 
Legislature for the purpose of ousting these 
Democrats; the Senate is Democratic, and he 
thought the Republican Assembly should not 
only allow, hut insist upon it, that this Demo­ 
cratic tempest in a teapot should be settled in 
the Democratic branch of the Legislature. He 
regarded it strictly a family quarrel, and 
thought there should be no Republican inter­ 
ference. 
Gregory was in favor of the resolution. He 
hoped it would pass, so the committee could 
complete its labors and return to their homes. 
He (lid not believe in awaiting the action of the 
Senate. 
Hazard said if we go into that investigation 
os proi>osed by that resolution, we will remain 
in session until January next, and we will not 
have completed our labors before the assem­ 
bling of tin* next Legislature. He was not ready 
to sacrifice the best interests of the citizens of 
this state, and go into an investigation of the 
Chief Justice and one of his associates simply 
because a citizen lifts filed with us uu unsworn 
statement, in which he charges tlu-m with in­ 
firmity. Table that resolution, get rid of it iu 
some way, or make up your miuas to remain in 
session for the next live months.

Speaker Parks did not vote. 
Ellison then moved to make it a special order 
for Monday next, at 2 o’clock. This was lost— 
29 ayes. 40 noes 
Edmonds moved that that portion relative to 
“ going to San Francisco” be stricken out. Car­ 
ried.Weaver moved to insert Friday i ust end of 
Wednesday. Carried. 
Ellison moved to strike out all the rest of the 
resolution, but was ruled out of order. 
The resolution as amended was then passed by 
a vote of 49 aves to 17 noes. 
Ellison moved to reconsider, but this motion 
was laid upon the table. 
Jordan presented a petition from the Oakland 
Bar Association, protesting strongly Against the 
attack of the Governor on the Supreme Court 
and urging that there should be no interference 
with that body. 
Assembly concurrent resolution No. l. rela­ 
tive to the sale of public lands in California, was 
taken no under special ord^r, and Firebaugh, 
the author, discussed it at length. No other 
speeches were made, and when a vote was taken, 
Firebaugh aloue voted for it. 
Henley moved to take from the table the reso­ 
lution upholding the Governor in calling the 
extra session. 
By unanimous consent it was agreed that the 
resolution be taken from the table and printed. 
A message from the Governor announced the 
fact that he had approved and sigued the appro­ 
priation bill. 
At 12:20 the House adjourned to 2 p. m. Mon­

Friday, July W, 1SS6. 
’flu* Assembly met at 10 a. m., Speaker Parks 
iu the Chair. Ypiorura present. 
Senate messages were read announcing the 
pa.-suge of the bill making appropriation lor the 
payment of the expenses of the extra session, 
two weeks of which has flitted by with none of 
the legislation for which thev were so hurriedly 
convened accomplished. The Senate also re­ 
ported the passage of a concurrent resolution 
favoring the establishment ol a United States 
District Court in southern California. 
W alrath, Cluiirman of the (Committee on Irri­ 
gation, reported back without recommendation 
bill No. 7. relative to water and water rights. 
Goucher introduced ai bill entitled. “An Act 
concerning the ownership of water in natural 
innavigable streams.” The reporters were not 
allowed to see this bill, the gentlemanly clerks 
at the desk seudlug it immediately to the 
printer, for fear it would not be printed by Mon­ 
day.Jonlan introduced a resolution, asking that 
ihe special committee appointed to investigate 
tlie complaint against the two .Supreme Court 
Justices be increased by the addition of two 
members, to make it equal in size to the one 
apnointod for a similar purpose by the Senate. 
This resolution was immediately attacked 
from all portions of the House, many claiming 
that it was intended for the sob* purpose of 
getting a couple of the legal profession upon the 
committee. 
Davis of Sacramento is particularly severe 
upou the lawyers in the House, aud took this 
occasion to score them pretty severely. 
McJunkin moved to lav the resolution upon 
the table, and the motion was carried almost 
unanimously. 
Morris offered the following resolution : 
That the special committee appointed 
by the Assembly of the State of Calilornia on 
July 29. 1896, to investigate the charges con­ 
tained in the complaint filed against Ilon. R. F. 
Morrison, Chief Justice, and Hon. John K 
Sharpstein, Justice, of «he Supreme Court of 
this state, be, and they aro hereby, empowered 
to send for all necessary persons ana papers, 
and to summon witnesses, administer oaths, and 
to perform all other acts necessary to a full in­ 
vestigation of the charges iu said complaint 
Contained; to appoint a «Jerk at the usual com­ 
pensation allowed committee clerk, and a fteu- 
ographer. Htthc compensation allowed Court 
reporters bv law. who shall reduce all testimony 
to writing : to have said testimony printed daily 
and laid upou the desks of members, and to ad­ 
journ to meet in San Francisco, if necessary, 
for the purpose of taking testimony : that the 
Jsergeant-at-Arms be, aud he is hereby, in 
strncted to serve copies of tin* complaint and 
resolutions herein upon the said R. F. Morrison 
and John R. Sharpstein, aud that a notice be 
cerved at the same time citiDg the said R. F. 
Morrison and John R. Sharpstein to api>ear be­ 
fore said committee at the Supreme Court-room, 
in ti.e city and county of Sacramento. Stale of 
California on Wednesday, the 4th day of Au­ 
gust. A. D. 1886. at 3 o’clock P- M. of said day. 
Dr. May,who was willing to see the committee 
enlarged’, even it it did take in a couple of law­ 
yers, was not willing that this committee should 
be sent on a junketing trip around the State, 
w ith an unlimited sight draft oh ail the funds in 
the State treasury. He thought if they meant 
business they could settle down at tne State 
Capitol and investigate the imbecility of the 
Supreme < ourt without employing an army of 
clerks or going through a great amount of red 
tape.

Davis «aid it was a strange thing how a mem­ 
ber of the Bar, o' which Dr. May was a recent 
acquisition and a brilliant and shining light, 
would assert upou the streets and in private 
conversations that ike Supreme Court was sadly 
in need of reorganization, but when asked to go 
upon record iu the House they all dodged the 
issue. Thev had not the courage to say apon 
Ihe floor of the House wh*t they said in private 
And what they knew to be the case.

The Senate Committee on Irriga*ion and 
Water Rights held a meeting yesterday after­ 
noon upon the adjournment of that body, Sena­ 
tor Taylor in the chair. 
The first bill taken up for consideration was 
Del Valle’s substitute for Senate bill No. 1. It 
rends as follows : 
An Act concerning the ownership, appropria­ 
tion. diversion, and use of waters in this State. 
Section 1. The waters of all natural streams 
within the State are hereby declared to be the 
property of the public, and dedicated to the use 
of the the people of the State. Such waters may 
be d;vertea aud used for irrigation or other ben­ 
eficial purposes under regulations prescribed by 
law : provided, that navigation in navigable 
streams, under the control of the United States, 
shall not be impaired ; and, proridcti, that the 
rights now acquired to appropriate, divert, and 
use water, shall not be impaired so long as such 
water is applied to the purposes for which the 
same has been appropriated. 
Mr. H. S. Dixon, a lawyer of Fresno, was in­ 
vited to address the committee upon the merits 
of the bill. 
Mr. Saxe thought there should be a limit to 
the debates on the subject by outsiders. 
Mr. Del Valle remarked that, although coming 
from an irrigation section, he was not wedded 
to any particular measure, uor to any extreme 
plan. He desired to have justice done to all 
interests, and wished all the light possible on 
the subject. 
Mr. Dixon then proceeded to explain the pro­ 
visions of tne bill from the appropriators’ stand­ 
point. He held that the condition of affairs re­ 
quires that the State should own and control the 
waters of innavigable streams. The water of 
the State belongs to the people, as much so as 
does the air. The gentleman read the provis­ 
ions of the bill and argued in their favor, claim­ 
ing that they contained nothing inhibited by the 
Constitution, and nothing that the present Leg­ 
islature could not legally adopt. The whole 
question is. whether the Legislature shall de­ 
clare in favor ol the common or the civil law— 
whether the waters of the .State shall belong to 
the riparian proprietors or to the public? In 
reply to a quest on by Senator Spencer. Mr. 
Dixon admitted his belie! in the doctrine that a 
riparianist who had neglected or failed to di­ 
vert or appropriate the waters of any stream 
running through his land until after somebody 
had gone above him on such stream and di­ 
verted the water, thereby forfeited nil right or 
ownership to the use of that water. The whole 
matter, he said, is a question of cold law, and 
tin* first nppropriator of water should have the 
right to its use. There are few laws in any 
Count ry that do not work iujustice to somebody. 
■ Well.” broke in Senator Saxe, “when we get 
so smart and so far all end of God Almighty as 
to ignore the law of doing unto our neighbors 
ns we would have them do in to u-. then it’s 
about time for us to quit. There are too nmnv 
laws on the subject now. We should have som’e 
bill passed defining the law of water rights as 
it is to-day. and then let the thing «lone. When 
you want to dock a dog’s tail you don’t want to 
take it off an inch at a time and keep the poor 
dog in misery—you d cut it all off at once, and 
have done with it.” 
After some further catechising of Mr. Dixon 
by Senators Whitney and Spencer upou various 
phases of the water rights question, the latter 
claiming that the concluding proviso in the bill 
had the efleet o» exempting from regulation or 
interference by law appropriation rights already 
acquired and now or heretofore exercised, 
Mr. Dixon contended that such was not the 
purport and effect of the bill, but .Senator Silen­ 
cer contended otherwise. 
Senator Reddy next took up the discussion of 
the question, and argued at some length in de­ 
fense of the bill under consideration. lie ques­ 
tioned Mr. Dixon on points raised by Senators 
Spencer. Whitney and Saxe, eliciting replies 
favorable to the theory of appropriation. 
At 4:45 the committee adjourned without 
definite actiou. 
1K ru<, ATION COM M1TTEE. 
The Assembly Irrigation Committee, Walntth 
t ’hairman. met in the Supreme Court room last 
evening, to consider the several bills that have 
Leen referred to them. A ter considcmble dis- 
cusgion, Goucher*s bill, introduced iu the As­ 
sembly at the morning session, after several 
minor amendments, was recommended us a 
substitute for DeWitt’s bill, aud will be so re­ 
ported to the Assembly Monday. 
The amended bill is as follows: 
Au Act concerning the ownership of water in 
natural innavigable streams, and providing for 
the acquisition thereof by appropriators. 
The people of the State of California, repre­ 
sented iu Senate and Aswmoly, do enact as fol­ 
lows : 
Section 1. The water of every natural stream 
within i he State of California is the property of 
the public, and is dedicated to the use of’the 
people of the State. Such water may be appro­ 
priated, diverted, and used for irrigation or 
other beneficial purposes. The right to divert 
unappropriated waters of auy natural stream 
to such beneficial uses shall be regulated by law. 
Prior appropriations of water to any such use, 
whether heretofore or hereafter made, so long 
as applied to sueh use or other beneficial pur­ 
poses. give the better right to the exteutof the 
amount of water actually devoted and applied, 
aud the right of appropriation shall be exercised 
under legislative regulations, provided that 
navigation in navigable streams under the con­ 
trol oi the United states shall not be impaired. 
The English common law of riparian rights, so 
far a** it conflicts with this Act, shall not lie re­ 
cognized as a rule of decision in any of the 
Courts of this State. 
Section 2. All Arts and part** of Acts in con­ 
flict with this Act are hereby repealed. 
Section -1 This Act shaii take effect immedi­ 
ate!?.

EXTRA-SESSIONAL NOTES. 
The press reciters intend having a resolution 
introduced in the Assembly Monday, asking for 
a reorganization of the clerks at the desk. The 
shabby treatment the reporters have received at 
their bands has become altogether unbearable, 
and the “ knights of the quill ” arc going to ask 
for a " new deal.” It is thought that their 
places can be filled with gentlemen who are 
willing to serve the State for ?8 per day, and at 
the same time be accommodating to and at least 
treat with civility the members of the press. 
If the Speaker should api>oiut a committee of 
investigation from among the reporters, with 
power to act, there would be at least two chairs 
made vacant in short order. 
Win Davis, a member of the Assembly from 
Sacramento, yesterday said on the floor of the 
House that he’hoped this investigation for im- 
becilitv would stop at the Supreme Court. If it 
extended to the State officers and members of 
the Legislature, he feared both houses would be 
left without a quorum, and the wheels of gov­ 
ernment stopped, or at least materially retarded, 
on account oi vacancies in high positions. 
The hardest worked individuals at this extra 
session are the newspaper reporters. From 
early morn till late at night these public serv­ 
ants are kept busily at work ferreting out and 
trying to unravel all the mysteries surrounding 
this most remarkable body. The statesmen who 
look wi-e, do nothing aud say less, are 
tackled on every street comer, on the floors of 
the house, in the corridors of the hotels, iu 
places of public amusement, and their every 
word jotted down, and the putting together of 
these briefs scraps is what furnishes the bulk of 
information that is daily furnished the reading 
public. The members of the third house are 
ever present at these interviews, aud while 
thev studiously avoid coming in contact with 
the “pencil pushers,” they are closely watched 
by the latter. After a few days they are “spot­ 
ted,” their mysterious ways ferreted out. aud. 
although in all instances not made public, are 
dotted down for future use. The member of the 
third house has no use for the reporters.

The Legislature may listen to all 
the talk which conceals sycophancy or self­ 
interest, and so let the session go by with­ 
out proposing any measure of relief, but 
what can its members say if the water is 
enjoined off so many thousands of acres of 
land?—S. F. Alta. 
It is not likely that the hiils are perfect, 
or, if they become laws, that future experi­ 
ence and changing conditions will not re­ 
quire their amendment, but they do re­ 
move from the path of progress the obsta­ 
cle of riparianism and secure to the people 
the legal right to apply the water to their 
lands. We believe that they are as just 
and equitable and practicable as any meas­ 
ures which it would he possible to adopt at 
this time, and if they become the law of 
the State that its prosperity and develop­ 
ment will receive an impetus such as we 
have never before experienced. — Fresno 
Republican. 
The late proclamation of Gov. Stoneman 
in its general intent receives our hearty in­ 
dorsement ; hut the recommendation by 
the State irrigation Convention is of a suf- 
iicieut definite import as fo require the 
most critical consideration. The amend­ 
ments proposed to the Constitution are of 
the right inclination, but the ultimate pri­ 
ority of ownership to wuter rights possesses 
germs of dissension as unequitable as the 
decision of riparian ownership. That a 
riparian owner near the mouth of a stream 
should he deprived of the use of water ow­ 
ing to the prior claim of a non-riparian 
owner nearer to its source, is a matter of 
just consideration and equitable decision.

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T ut M effo rd G un.—A new gun known 
as the Mefford gun has recently been tested 
at the Washington Navy Yard. The gun 
tested was a small one. of only three inches 
caliber, yet a charge of two pounds of pow­ 
der was fired in it. and it stood the strain 
well. The gun consists of two eoncentrie 
cylinders, the inside one of steel, and the 
outside, or reinforce, of cast iron, a space 
being left between the two, which is filled 
with a non-cotmiressible tluid. The aggre­ 
gate strength of these two cylinders is only 
one-third that of the navy three-inch steel 
gun. whose charge consists of one pound of 
powder and a ten-pound projectile. Be­ 
tween the discharges a stojvcock was sprung 
to allow the fluid to flow out, fn this wav 
compensating for the expansion of the in' 
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U nited State» Senate. 
W ashington, July 30th—The Senate re­ 
sumed the consideration of the House joint 
resolution directing the payment of the 
surplus in the Treasury of the public debt, 
and was addressed by Teller in continu­ 
ation of the speech began by him yester- 
dav in favor of the original resolution, and 
against Ihe amendment.

H ouse of R epresentatives. 
W ash ini,ton, July 30th.—In compliance 
with the arrangement made yesterday, the 
House resumed the consideration ol the 
vetoed pension bills, the first being that 
granting $50 per month to the widow of 
General David R. Hunter. 
In advocating the passage of the bill 
over the President’s veto, Butlerworth of 
Ohio ciled various precedents where 
widows of General officers were granted 
$50 monthly, and he protested against the 
House making fish of one and flesh of 
another. The trouble in this case, he 
thought, was that General Hunter liad pre­ 
sided at the Filz John Porter Court-martial. 
If it were not for that, the President would 
have signed the bill. 
The House refused to pass the bill over 
the veto—aves 111, noes 108—not tlie con­ 
stitutional two-thirds in the affirmative. 
The consideration of the vetoed hills 
granting pensions to Marv Norman, John 
W. Farris and David T. Elderkin was post­ 
poned until the next session. 
The House refused to pass over the 
President’s veto—yeas 119, noes 05. n o ta 
constitutional two-thirds in the affirmative 
—the hill granting a pension to Mary An­ 
derson. This disposes of the vetoed pen­ 
sions upon the calendar. 
The House resumed consideration of the 
the interstate commerce hill. The previous 
question was ordered—yeas 159, nays 55— 
and the question recurred on the substitute 
(the Reagan bill) lo the Senate bill (Cul- 
loni bill). Tlie substitute was agreed to— 
yeas 133, nays 104. 
Baker of New York moved to commit 
the bill, with ins!ructions to the Committee 
on Commerce lo report it back amended by 
the substitution of the Seriate bill. Lost— 
yeas 70, noes 158. 
Tlie Senate bill as amended by the 
adoption of tlie Reagan suhstitnte was then 
passed—yeas 189, nays 41—and a confer­ 
ence was requested. 
Blanchard submitted a conference report 
on the river and harbor appropriation bill. 
Ih e President am i Rejected N om inations 
Washington, July 30th.—A prominent 
member of the Illinois delegation, who 
talked with the President, quotes the latter 
as saying that where the Senate fails to act 
upon the nomination of certain persons be­ 
fore adjournment, such persons will he im­ 
mediately renominated by him and per- 
mitied to qualify, but where the Senate lias 
rejected a nomination, lie will make it a 
rule neither to renominate such person for 
his original place nor for any other. 
The President is disposed to regard the 
Senate’s action in such matters as final,

does not believe its rejection of a nominee 
is based on other than good and sufficient 
reasons, and he is willing to be governed 
by its decision. Tlie only exception lie 
would like to make would he in the case of 
Solicitor-General Goode. He believes Mr. 
Goode's rejection was due solely to the per­ 
sonal antagonism of Senator Mahone, and 
his first impulse was to renominate Goode. 
Before deciding the matter definitelv he 
consulted with several Democratic Senators, 
who assured him that Goode would a sec­ 
ond time be rejected, and this decided him 
to allow the matter to drop. 
Tlie M orrison Surplus R esolution. 
W ashington, July 30th.—Senator Ed­ 
munds does not see any necessity for rti-h- 
ing the business of Congress through with 
undue haste. He says the Morrison sur­ 
plus resolution involves a question of vast 
magnitude, aud full and tree discussion 
should be allowed on both sides. Debate 
will probably continue until the Senate has 
exhausted its oratorical powers. It is said 
that four Republicans will vote against the 
Allison proposition and from ten to twelve 
Democrats will vote for it. 
Senator H earst'a Iufinence Failing. 
Washington, July 30;li.—An application 
was made to Senator Hearst to-dav to in­ 
dorse an application for office. This he 
declined to do, remarking that he had been 
notified that the Departments do not re­ 
gard him as a member ot the Senate, and 
that, therefore, lie has no influence with 
the Administration. 
The R iver and H arbor Bill. 

July 30th.—The conferees 
on the river and harbor hill have reached 
an agreement on the hill, and report that it 
will be presented to the House this after­ 
noon. Tlie Hennepin canal clause remains 
in the bill, with modifications providing 
for accepting it by the Government of Il­ 
linois, and the Michigan canal and the 
survey of the line of the Hennepin canal.

No cut is made in it 
of any appropriation less than $20,000.

L arge D eatli R ate Am ong N egroes, 
The last mortuary report of the Health 
Officers of Savannah shows a death rate 
per 1,000 of the population of 12.19 for the 
whites and 122.94 for the colored people. 
This is bad enough, but the mortality of 
the colored children is even worse, being at 
the rate of 601.93 per 1,000. Should sucR 
a mortality continue it will sweep away all 
the pickanuinies of the Georgia city. At 
this rate of mortality the average duration 
of life among tbe negroes of Savannah is 
but little over eight years and this when 
the city is free from any epidemic disease. 
Measles prevails to a small extent: but 
while it is of a mild type among the white 
children it has proved very fatal with tbe 
negroes. It is not to measles or-to any dis­ 
ease that this mortality is traceable. 
It 
is caused by imprudence, by lack of the 
proper care and attention. The negro 
children are neglected, receive no nursing, 
fail to get the medical attendance, the 
medicine, or food they require. They live, 
even when in good health, in the most 
unsanitary condition, and defy all the laws 
of hygiene. Even- Southern city is suffer­ 
ing from this same trouble. 
Its death list 
is swollen by the thousands of ignorant 
negroes who fall victims to their careless- 
stand. Cutting is certain to be sentenced to’ -ness and imprudence. Diseases are nursed

Tom bstone July 30th.—Later informa­ 
tion received here from Camp Apache re­ 
garding tiie attack on a citizen near there 
by Apaches, status that at noon on Sunday 
AIr. Rector, when api reaching Doyle’s 
ranch, four miles south of Apache, with a 
wagon loaded with lumber, was fired on 
by a band of eleven Apaches. Rector 
jumped from hi* wagon, returned the fire, 
out loose the team and tunde for camp with 
ail speed, and was followed by one Indian 
a short distance. Uu receipt of the news a 
party of eight citizens and some soldiers 
front Captain Guthrie's command started 
after the Indians, and on reaching Doyle's 
ranch found the house and Rector's wagon 
and its contents burned. The party, at last 
accounts, was still after the Indians, the 
trail leading through a gap in the Hatchet 
mountains, close to the Daisy mine, iu the 
direction of Denting. The news was tele­ 
graphed from Captain Guthrie's camp lo 
Bayard and Cummings immediately, and 
all the troops from Fort Cummings and 
Camps Henley and Lockhart aré now scout­ 
ing south of Denting, and will certainly 
intercept the Indians unless they change 
their course and go south into Mexico. 
N ooai.es, July 30th.—Advices were re- 
c ived here yesterday afternoon from Her- 
tuosillo, Sonora, stating that the Apaches 
had killed two Mexicans at Governor Ga- 
nadaria’s ranch, near /am ara station, on the 
Sonora Railroad. If this is true, a num­ 
ber of other murders must have been com­ 
mitted in that vicinity, as the ranch is a 
thickly-populated section of country. 
American troops are still pursuing tbe hos­ 
tiles.

I’to-Sk in s in Bookbinding.—A corre­ 
spondent to the Scottish Leather Trader 
writes about a Pertli firm which found a 
new field for pig-skins, as follows : “These 
pelts have up till recently been principally 
utilized in the manufacture of saddlery 
goods. This firm had their attention 
directed some time agoto the importance 
of opening up a trade in importing the 
pig-skins to supplement the native supply 
of the raw material. This has proved i 
great success, and the result is that the 
quantity of pig-skins which are now avail­ 
able for tanning purposes may be said to 
be illimitable. Consequently, it lias been 
found necessary to look about for other 
purposes to which to put tlie tanned and 
prepared skin. 
Experiments in dyeing 
were then resorted to, also in printing the 
hides with several designs, which from 
their nature they are peculiarly suitable for, 
and for some time these skins have been 
largely in use among upholsterers and 
liookblnders for tlie leather portions of 
their respective trades. Tiie style and ap­ 
pearance of the skin has caused it to be 
well received on all hands. With a view 
still further to extend its usefulness, the 
firm have had some prepared in a levanted 
state for the boot trade, and in this depart­ 
ment they have been so successful that the 
oid-fasbioned levant sealskin has now a 
formidable competitor to contend with. It 
was a perfect treat to look over some of the 
finished hides and handle them.”

In your issue of 
the 28th ultim o there is a communication 
from M ayor Hrown in answer to one from 
the undersigned in renard to city debt, 
finances, etc. The M ayor and myself differ 
widely as to facts and conclusions. 
The 
people of the city are deeply interested in 
this m atter, but generally have not the 
tim e or opportunity of investigating the 
subject for themselves. 
Tiierefore I ad­ 
dressed a letter to th e principal bankers of 
this eitv, asking an answer to eleven in­ 
terrogatories, a catagorical answer to which 
would have saved me the necessity of an­ 
swering the longer part of the M ayor’s 
communication. 
But after m ature consid­ 
eration of the question, these gentlemen 
send me the following response: 


LETTER FROM THE BA NK S. 


S a cr a m en to, J u ly 22, 1886. 
II. 0. lieotty, Esq., City—D e a r S i b : 
W e 
have read your letter of the 12th inst.. aud 
have carefully considered the questions 
you propound to us about the Funded 
Debt Commission, its past work and its 
future possibilities in relation to the debt 
of Sacram ento city. W hile we feel the 
deepest interest in the subject, and would 
w illingly devote our tim e and labor to 
your assistance, we hesitate to answ er the 
categorical questions you ask, for we think 
it would be assum ption for us to offer our 
individual views as authority when any 
fair m an who will give the subject careful 
consideration will be found quite as com­ 
petent to judge for him self as we are to 
judge for him. 
We w ill say, however, that 
in our 
opinion there is no probability th at an 
im m ediate compromise of the city debt, at 
any considerable discount on its face can 
lie effected, for 
owners of a sufficient 
quantity of the bonds willing to accept a 
discount cannot be found, while some of 
the largest holders have announced that 
they will never accept less than par for their 
bonds. 
We have exam ined and considered 
the figures and statem ents subm itted to us 
by your letter, and we believe them to be 
true. 
From those figures it appears that 
your Commission lias received, in round 
num bers, £122,000, of which $212,000 was 
derived from taxes levied for the benefit of 
the Commission, and the rem aining$210,- 
000 was drawn from the sinking and in­ 
terest fund upon coupons owned by you. 
The city taxes are not increased by reason 
of any moneys that you may draw from 
this fund, for it is well established that 
about $90,000 m ust he paid into that fund 
annually. 
The fact that you have been able to bold 
the bonds and coupons bought by you as 
valid claims against the city, and collect 
cash for the latter, appears to us a good an­ 
swer to the charge th at the operations of 
your Commission have enhanced the value 
of outstanding indebtedness of the city. 
We believe, too, that your Commission has 
been ably and honorably couducted, and 
that 
it 
has 
been 
of 
great profit 
to 
the 
c ity ; 
and 
that 
in 
its future 
continuance 
and provision 
w ith funds alone can be fouud a solution of 
the present difficulties of our citv finances.

FUND COMMISSION OR COMPROMISE. 
At the outset the controversy between 
the Mayor and myself was: Shall there lie 
a compromise ot the city debt, or shall the 
Fund Commissioners be allowed to go on 
and take up the debt as they were doing 
five years ago, when the Trustees tied up 
our funds and stopped us from buying any 
of the debt for a period of more than four 
years, under the pretext that our buying 
would prevent a compromise and refund­ 
ing of the debt? 
1 understand now Mr. 
Brown admits there is no present prospect 
of a compromise, and thinks the Fund 
Commission had better go on. 
This is 
some sign of improvement in the M ayor’s 
understanding. 
It would have been better 
for the city by half a m illion of dollars if 
he had learned four or five years ago that 
he could not compromise with several 
hundred people scattered all over the face 
of the civilized world, many of whose ad­ 
dresses he did not know. 
We would then 
perhaps have had our money to boy cou- 
|>ons, which were selling at tw enty cents 
ou the dollar, and when we oould have 
compounded our purchases every year. 


CITY FINANCES AND TAXIS. 
But whilst the M ayor gives up his pet 
and very expensive and 
impracticable 
scheme of compromise, he still repeats the 
silly and absurd stories told about the Fund 
Commissioners by a set of conspirators who 
undertook four or five years ago to destroy 
this Commission, and render it odious in 
the eyes of the people. 
T he first thing I 
desire to call attention to is the Mayor’s 
statem ent about taxes. 
lie says under his proposed funding hill 
the city would only have to pay on the 
funded debt annually, principal and inter­ 
est, $75,000; 
all other city expenses, 
$137,000 — total, $212,000. 
H e further 
says our present assessment roll is $12,000,­ 
000. 
The Trustees this year have levied 
an assessment of $2 10 on the hundred. 
T his on $12,000,000 will produce $252,000. 
Add for fines, licenses and net water rates 
(the Mayor’s figures )$62,000; total, $314,000, 
raised this year in taxes. 
W hat do they 
intend to do with this $314,000? 
First, 
they must pay the ordinary annual ex¡>en.ses, 
say $1 37,000. N ext, our funded debt, inter­ 
est, Fowle bonds, and tire departm ent 
debt, $100,000. 
Next, an extra $10.000 
for sewers, $10,000—total $247,000. 
Here 
is the handsome little balance of $07,000, 
for which 
the 
Trustees 
have no use 
whatever. 
B ut 
the 
people 
have 
to 
pay it if the M ayor is right. 
But the 
M ayor is not rig h t; he never is. 
W hen 
lie said our present assessment roll i 
$12,000,01X1 he only m eant it to count 
when he was figuring out how easy 
could pay th e debt of th e city. 
W hen lie 
wants to figure on bis economy he would 
not want it to count for more than $5,000,- 
(H.X). . But we will count it at the truth 
$11,000,000, and take $21,000 from the 
M ayor’s estimated reveuue, and we still 
have $46,000 levied for which we have no 
use at all that 1 can see. 
W hat doer our 
economical M ayor pnqiose doing with this 
large sum ? 


RATE OF TAXATION FOR TEN YEARS PAST 
The Mayor says “ the average regular 
tax for the last five years has averaged 
$1 70 on 
the hundred dollars.” 
The 
total taxes levied for the last five years 
have been $10 50, or $2 10 per annum. 
Of this, however, $1 levied in 1884 has 
never !>een collected, hut is left standing 
as a lien on the real estate of the city— 
a cloud over titles and a suspension of the 
running of the statute of lim itations in 
favor of property-holders. 
Outside of this 
$1 the tax levied has lieen $0 50, or $1 90 
per annum. 
Last year (’85) it was $1 90, 
th is year $2 10. 
This looks like it was 
increasing. 
W hether this is regular or 
irregular 1 leave to the Mayor. 
The M ayor draws comparisons between 
th e rates of taxation, what has lieen 
accomplished during his term of office, aud 
what was done in a like preceding time. 
In m aking this comparison he makes state­ 
m ents of fact which arc hardly as near the 
true facts as his statem ent that our present 
assessment roll was $12,000,000. 
He says 
“ live years interest on the debt lias lieeu 
paid.” 
Now, five years interest on the 
<debt is $462,230. 
W ithin the last five 
years there has been paid on this debt, or 
the same thing as paid—put into the 
Treasurer’s hands for the Ixindlioldcrs— 
about $312,000 to pay th e coupons as pre­ 
sented, or aiiout $150.000 short of w hat the 
M ayor suites. 
But this is a slight dis­ 
c r e p a n c y on th e part of the M ayor—only 
$150,000 out of $462,000. 
And lie ad d s: 
A nd money enough furnished th e Fund 
Commission to redeem $200,000 of the 
debt.'’ 
T he Trustees have not levied one 
«■ent for the f und Commission w ithin five 
'■ears. 
They have set up their own sweet 
will in defiance of th e law, which re­ 
quired them to make an annual levy for 
th e Fund Commissioners o f not less than 10 
cents and not more than 33 cents for our 


fund. 
The Fund Commissioners w ith­ 
drew from the Treasurer about $127,000 
of interest money, which he was w ith­ 
holding from us under cover of an arbit­ 
rary and illegal order of the Trustees, and 
with th at money wo have taken up about 
$140,000 of the debt, and can take up 
about $40,000 more, making, in all, about 
$180,000. 
But $20,000 is a very blight 
exaggeration for the M ayor to make. 


WIIAT THE OLD TRUSTEES 1>H>. 
Now let us sec what the Board of Trus­ 
tees dnring the five vca^s from 1876 to 1880 
did. 
These were the five years imme­ 
diately preceding the declaration of war 
against our Board. During these five years 
the Trustees did not pay quite so much 
interest on the funded debt as the present 
Trustees have paid w ithin the same period. 
But the old Board paid a large sum on the 
Holly W ater W orks debt. 
They paid on 
the Fowle liond debt larger installments 
than the present Trustees have paid. They 
also paid larger installm ents on the Fire 
Department debts. 
So, I think, they paid 
on the city debt, taking all classes together, 
considerable more than the present Trus­ 
tees have paid. 
As to w hat they did for 
the Fund Commissioners: 
The old Board 
levied $ 1 04 in li ve levies for us to buy in the 
debt. The new Board has not levied one cent. 
W ith the money levied for us from 1876 to 
1880, and the small interest fund we had 
added to that, we took up in eitv bonds 
$217,800; 
future 
coupons 
attached to 
bonds, $451,794; detached coupons, $140,­ 
274; total, $809,868. 
Take from this the 
amount we will get this season, say $180,­ 
000, and we have a difference of $629,868 
in favor of the old Board. 
H ad M ayor 
Brown and his Board levied for us the 
same amount the old Board did, we m ight 
have taken up more than a m illion of dol­ 
lars of the debt. 
W hen we took up that 
$809,000 of the debt we had to depend 
mostly on this tax of $1 04. 
We had at 
th at tim e a very small interest. 
But in 
1881 the interest fund was large and an­ 
nually increasing, growing like a rolling 
snowball when we were tied up. 
The 
bonds and coupons were on an average as 
low or lower while litigation was going on 
as they had ever been. 
There were more 
than *100,000 of coupons that could have 
been purchased at front 20 to 25 cents on 
the d o lla r; 
and half the amount pur­ 
chased compounded every year. 
Had the 
Mayor and his co-Trustees followed the 
law the debt to-day would not have been 
over half a m illion dollars in bonds, with 
interest all paid to date. 


SQUANDERING THE CITY MONEY. 
The M ayor thinks the only money 
squandered was a fee of $750 paid for 
bringing two suits for the Fund Commis­ 
sioners. 
H ere the Mayor takes a nice 
listinction. 
He thinks this as Trustee. As 
Commissioner, he seems to have thought 
differently. 
T he first suit we had brought 
was in December, 1882. 
It was against 
the Treasurer, to compel him to pay the 
Commissioners $43,200 on eou|>ons. 
We 
thought we were entitled to the money, 
and if we did not sue we m ight lose it. A t 
a meeting of the Board Mr. Lord made 
the motion to employ W. H . Beatty to 
bring this suit. 
John i¿. Brown and my­ 
self both voted for the motion. 
1 will say 
that this was Mr. Lord’s own motion to 
employ \V. 11. Beatty. 
I never made any 
suggestion as to w hat attorney should he 
employed, and should have voted for any 
competent 
attorney M r. Lord or M r. 
Brown had named. 
Subsequently, in October, 1884, Mr. P ar­ 
sons and myself, by resolution, requested 
W. H. Beatty to attend to bringing another 
suit against the Treasurer to compel him 
to pay to us money which Mayor Brown 
and his co-Trustees ordered him not to pay 
to us. 
Now, was it likely the Trustees’ 
awvers, paid and instructed by them, 
would have aided us to get out of the 
hands of Mr. Porter money which they 
were telling him all the time not to pay 
us? 
Is was only by means of this suit we got 
out of the hands of the Treasurer about 
$127,000 this spring, with which we have 
bought and added to our interest-bearing 
fund $140,000, and soon expect to add 
$40,000 more. 
T his $180,000 is bringing 
interest for the city all the tim e. 
H ad 
we not employed counsel in this last case, 
the Treasurer would have had th at money 
yet. Probably at least a year longer before 
we got a dollar of it—the city in the 
m eantime 
losing «the 
use of it. 
Mr. 
Brown thinks to pay $750 for these two 
suits is squandering the people's money. 
But for him to spend thousands of dollars 
in litigation—which was directed more 
against the Fund Commissioners than the 
redi tors of the c ity ; litigation which 
has involved the city to an extent of from 
half a m illion to a m illion of dollars be­ 
yond what it need to have been involved; 
litigation which has raised the price of 
bonds and coupons far beyond what they 
would have been if the city had kept out 
of useless law suits; litigation which has 
enriched M eyer and Davis, whom the 
Mayor pretended to Ire zealously opposing, 
to the extent of not less than one-fourth 
of a million dollars—is economical use of 
the people’s money. 
The M ayor criticises nry explanation 
about the manner of using the money col­ 
lected for the sinking and interest fund. 
T he M ayor was nearly eight years in 
our Board. 
If he does not yet understand 
that explanation of the m anner of using 
these funds, I don’t think he could under­ 
stand any further explanation I could 
give. I shall not attem pt to get down to 
the level of his mind. 


TIME REQUIRED TO PAY OUR DEBT. 
In regard to my statem ent about the 
ability of the Fund Commissioners to pay 
the city debt in thirteen years, and the 
counter statem ent of the M ayor th at it 
would take nearly sixteen, 1 will say that 
it is impossible to go into a calculation in 
a 
newspaper article as to the tim e it 
would take to pay this debt. 
I submitted 
a statem ent and calculation in detail of 
the probable time it wauld take on the 
Mayor’s basis of purchase, at 70 cents, to 
the cashiers of the three principal banks 
of the city. 
My calculation shows that 
on th at basis we could pay the debt 
short of fourteen years. 
T hat is, w ithin 
thirteen years and a fraction. 
Those gen­ 
tlemen exam ined that calculation and in­ 
dorsed it as correct in their atwve pub­ 
lication. 
But the Mayor’s assumption of 70 cents 
on the par value of bonds and coupons is 
not a fair basis. 
T his debt consists of 
three items: Past due coupons,$380,000arc 
worth 70 or 71 cents on an average; bonds, 
$1,062,000, are worth in the m arket at pres­ 
ent 60 cents on the d o lla r; future eou|H>ns, 
$558,000, 
are 
worth 
less 
than 
35 
cents. 
If we buy the bonds we get the 
future coupons for nothing. 
If we buy 
the coupons as they are cut from the bonds 
for th e next ten or twelve years, at 
say 70 cents on the dollar, these bonds, 
after the coupons are all removed, will be 
worth, as Mayor Brown has told us a hun- 
times, 35 cents on the dollar instead of 70 
cents. 
Ho the Mayor’s theory aiiout it taking 
sixteen years to pay the debt is absolute 
nonsense. 
We have been offered bonds 
falling due in 1903, w ith all future coupons 
attached, at GO cents on the dollar. 
One 
of these bonds for $1,000 would have 
seventeen coupons of £00 each, and <>nc 
coupon of $5 (one m onth’s interest), m ak­ 
ing in all $2,025 for $600, th at lieing only 
between 28 and 29 per cent, of the face of 
this debt. 
Tiie M ayor knew this offer 
was made to the Commissioners, and he 
advised us to take it. 
Wc knew the 
offer was advantageous to the city, but 
believed we coujji not accept it without 
violating the law as it now stands, and de­ 
clined the offer. 
The M ayor knows, too, 
future coupons if we were to buy them 
now Wforc they are due are not worth 70 
cents. 
H e knows they are not worth 35 
cents on an average. 
So if he was capable 
of performing the sim plest operations 
in proportion lie would know it would not 
take the Commissioners 16 years w ith an 
income of $90,000 a year to pay off the 
city debt of $2,000,000. 


AMOUNT OF BONDS PURCHASED. 
’lh e Mayor says: “A nother statem ent 
m ade by the .Judge th at the facts do not i 
bear out is, ‘he says helm s paid off'$l,500,- 
000 w ith $212,000,’ whereas the records 
show he has used $321,000 of the peo­ 
ple's money to buy aiiout $478,000 bonds 
and a like amount of coupons, making 
about $900,000 purchased for the amount 1 
of $321,000.” 
1 will defy any man in America to put 
more m isstatem ents in one short para­ 
graph than is container! in this. 
In the 
first place, to give him self a chance !o 


quible, he has m isstated my language. 
Pretending to give 
my language the 
M ayor w rites: “H e [B eatty] says he has 
paid off $1,500,000.” 
1 used no such lan­ 
guage. 
The language I used is this: "The 
Fund Commissioners did cause the peo­ 
ple to lie taxed front 1872 to 1880 in the 
aggregate $212,086 08, w ith which small 
sum thev have taken tip over a million 
and a half of the city’s debt.” 
T his Ls strictly correct, with this slight 
exception. 
In stating the amount of debt 
taken up I inadvertently included with 
that actually taken up a small amount of 
money th at we have on baud, hut have not 
yet invested. 
But this is an immatereal 
error, for we are investing a part of th at 
money nearly every week, and will very 
soon have over the m illion and a half, as 
stated. 
But we have not paid the debt: 
we have bought the debt and hold it in 
trust for the city. 
I append a certificate 
of the l>ookkeeper and expert, Mr. Hop­ 
per, who recently counted our bonds and 
coupons. 
This shows we have on hand, 
¡Deluding $210,000 surrendered to the 
Treasurer, nearly a m illion and a half of 
bonds and coupons. 
And we have money 
enough on hand to make more than a 
million and a half when that is cxiicnded. 
M ill the M ayor show how we got those 
bonds and coupons if we did not take them 
tip with the money that was raised for us 
by taxes? 
M’ill th e M ayor dare to say we 
have not now or had in our possession over 
one million and a quarter of bonds and 
coupons, besides $210,750 which lnus been 
purchased bv us and surrendered to the 
Treasurer and cancelled ? 
The $210,750 i« 
all th at has really been p a ú l by tts. 
But 
the million aud a quarter on hand is lietter 
than paid. 
It will help to pay the out­ 
standing debt and can then he cancelled. 
In effect this m illion and a quarter will 
pay itself, and pays another million and a 
quarter of the debt besides. 
H ere follows Mr. Hopper’s certificate, 
aliove alluded to : 
To Judyt II. O. Jioi/tii: 
In accordance 
with your request, 1 give you from the 
books ot the Bond Commissioners the 
total am ount of bonds and coupons pur­ 
chased from commencement of purchases to 
date: Bonds purchased, $478.200 : coupons 
purchased, $999,808—total, $1,478,008. Cash, 
$29.264 61, will buy, say, $41,500— total. 
$1,519,568. The am ount of cash received 
by the Commission from city taxes to date 
is $212,086 08.

W HO PAYS T H E INTEREST ON T H E BONDS 
H E L D BY T H E COMMISSIONERS? 
The M ayor says the the Fund ( 'ommis- 
sioners have used $321,000 of the people s 
money to buy up $900,000. 
M e have re­ 
ceived in all $212,000 (leaving out frac­ 
tions) from the people by way of direct 
taxes. 
M’e have received on our interest 
fund $210,000. 
This latter sum is not all 
invested yet. 
The question is, does this 
interest come from the taxpayers or from 
the bondholders? 
I think 1 can make 
even the M ayor understand this. 
Under 
a decree of the Supreme Court th e Trus­ 
tees are compelled to levy annually a cer­ 
tain amount or percentage of taxes for the 
bondholders. 
This tax has to be levied 
until the last bond the city owes has lieen 
jiaid. 
M'hen this money is paid into the 
Treasury it belongs absolutely 
to 
the 
bondholders. 
N either the |>eoplo nor the 
Trustees have any control over it. 
The 
amount of the tax is fixed and certain ; the 
Trustees can not make it more or less. 
T his tax is fixed and unchangeable until 
the debt is paid. 
M’e get our interest 
money out of this fund. 
It comes entirely 
from the bondholders, and not a cent from 
any extra tax from the people. 
But, say 
these great modern financiers like M ayor 
Brown, if you get this money out of 
the 
Treasury 
you 
keep 
back 
so 
much from the other bondholders, and we 
will he so much longer paying them off 
M’e m ust continue paying this Supreme 
Court tax so much longer. 
T he very re­ 
verse of this is true. 
If the Treasurer 
would pay this money out to Davis, Meyer 
and others he would pay it at par. 
M’e 
take the same money and buy up at a dis­ 
count. 
M ayor Brown admits we can take 
up this debt in from fifteen to sixteen 
years, and then this Supreme Court tax 
will stop. But if our Commission isjstoppcd 
it will take from twenty to twenty-five 
years to pay it, and this Supreme Court 
tax must be paid right along to the end. 
Our receiving this interest does not cause 
the people to pay one ceut more of taxes 
for the tim e being, and stops the Supreme 
Court tax six to ten years sooner than it 
would otherwise stop. 
There are other 
m atters in the Mayor's letter 1 intended to 
answer, but it will take too much space. 
I 
will say, however, there is much more of 
fiction than of fact in the rem ainder of 
the Mayor's letter. 
It is hardly as near a 
correct statem ent of the facts as his state­ 
ment th at our present assessment roll is 
$12,000.000 and th at we have not taken up 
but $900,000 of the city debt.

canal system s; and th at in the extent of 
our water routes this country is relatively 
far behind Europe. 
Thus, France is en 
gaged on four waterways, for which $200,­ 
000,000 have been appropriated, and which 
will cost much m ore; Germ any and Rus­ 
sia are constructing a canal from the Baltic 
to the N orth sea; England is making ca­ 
nals front London to Liverpool and Bris­ 
tol, and from M anchester to L iverpool; 
while Canada is spending $1,000,000 to 
improve the M’clland canal.

PEACEFUL VICTORY. 


rt was the evening of a long, hot sum m er 
day. The Bavarian village of W eindorf 
was en fete. 
Flags were (lying; a brass 
band was playing in the Lust Garten its 
loudest and its m erriest.

S o m e S tra n g e F a c ta D e v e lo p e d Ii j S c ie n ­ 
tific K o s e a ic h . 
About the m iddle of the seventeenth 
century one Anton I wen wen hoe k lived in 
the town of Delft, in Holland, as the stew­ 
ard of a J udge there. 
He was accustomed 
to employ his leisure in m aking simple 
lenses, w herew ith he magnified and exam ­ 
ined the structure of such things as butter­ 
flies’ and gnats’ wings. 
H e had great 
m anipulative skill, and made several hun­ 
dreds of lenses, each one to suit some par­ 
ticular object he wished to stud}'. 
W ith 
one of these simple instruments, in A pril, 
1073, 210 years ago, did Leeuwenhoek re­ 
veal a new and hitherto unsuspected world 
of living things. 
He placed under one of 
his simple microscopes a glass of rain wa­ 
ter, and perceived a m ultitude of vari­ 
ously 
shaped 
liodies 
darting 
to 
and 
fro 
in 
the 
water. 
F u rth er 
experi­ 
ments showed the presence of sim ilar 
liodies in various animal and vegetable in­ 
fusions. 
Hence these animalcule*, as their 
discoverer supposed them to he, have been 
termed Infusoria. 
W hence came they ? 
Was it true, as the philosophers of an­ 
tiquity believes!, th at decaying anim al or 
vegetable m atter, under the influence of 
heat, with sufficient air and moisture, could 
beget anew, <le nom living tilings ? 
Could 
the “ -tin breed maggots in a dead dog, 
being a god-kissing carrion ?’’ 
Now 
it 
happens that, thirty-seven years before 
Leeuwenhoek’s discovery, a sim ilar ques­ 
tion had been distrustfully put by a phv- 
cian of Florence, Franquois Redi, and had 
lieen confidently answered in the negative. 
R edi was not satisfied th at the sun could 
breed maggots in a dead dog or in any other 
kind of dead meat, and he put the ques­ 
tion to the test of an experim ent as simple 
as it was conclusive. 
In hot weather he 
placed some fresh meat in a jar, whose 
mouth he covered w ith gqpze. 
In an­ 
other, hut uncovered jar, he placed a sim i­ 
lar piece of meat. 
He observed that, 
while the exposed m eat speedily became 
stinking and swarmed with maggots, the 
piece under cover, though it also became 
stinking, remained quite free from mag­ 
gots. 
Moreover, he noticed th at m ulti­ 
tudes of flies buzzed about the' gauze, un­ 
able to get to the meat, and that on the 
gauze maggots were bred from eggs de­ 
posited there by the flies. 
The maggots 
wjere, then, not the products of putrid 
organic m atter exposed to the influences 
of heat, air, and moisture, hut the direc t 
offspring of living things. 
Could 
this 
explanation he applied to the infusoria of 
Leeuwenhoek ? 
Were they also hatched 
from eggs, or in some other way the off­ 
spring of preceding infusoria? 
This was 
a much more difficult question, and not 
at 
first 
sight 
capable 
of 
a 
test 
so 
simple 
as 
Redi’s. 
Moreover, 
observ­ 
ers 
flocked 
to 
the 
new 
field 
of 
investigation opened up by the microscope. 
The sim ple microscope was improved on. 
and as the instrum ent heeame more and 
more |>oworful, sm aller and still sm aller 
living things rume into view, till some 
were clearly revealed th at would appear as 
mere points under Leeuwenhoek's simple 
lens, w hile the modem compound micro­ 
scope discovers others as invisible to the 
simple lens as the infusoria are to th e 
naked eye. 
The problem to be solved does 
not alter w ith the dim inution in size, 
though its difficulty is proportionately in- 
reased. 
The question is still: W hence 
come they? 
In every organic infusion 
tiiat has stood for a day or two in a mod­ 
erately warm atm osphere they swarm in 
myriads. 
Are they Is'gotten hv the mere 
breaking down, the putrefaction, the death 
and decay of the organic infusion, or are 
they onlv begotten by parents like to 
th em ?— Good IFerds.

Of 
the first class, five corporations have their 
offices in Dundee, and of the second class, 
three. They are all of recent origin, the 
oldest not dating later than 1879. This 
company has a share issue of $5,3(10,000. 
The investments in these Dundee compa­ 
nies exceed those in the Glasgow and 
Edinburgh companies, when the greater 
wealth and population of the latter places 
are taken into account. The profits in the 
investments have mostly won reward, 
and the average dividends have becnS per 
cent, on a capital of £1,100,000. One 
company pays as high as 10 |ier cent., and 
lias accumulated already a reserve fund of 
nearly $5 per share. 
While the sub­ 
scribed capital is as stated, the paid-up 
capital is but £1,500,900, or, with debent­ 
ures included, £2,000,000. The trust, in­ 
vestment and mortgage companies are con­ 
cerned mainly with investments in land, 
railway and municipal securities, and the 
cattle and land companies chiefly with in­ 
vestments in cattle, ranches and the rais­ 
ing and selling of cattle. 
Some of the investment and mortgage 
companies confine their business almost 
wholly to safe interest-bearing railway and 
municipal securities, and in general these 
investments have lieen made with great 
foresight and prudence. 
The Edinburgh companies are eleven 
and the Glasgow companies three in num­ 
ber, with about $5,000,000 investments, in­ 
cluding companies elsewhere in the United 
Kingdom.

The aggregate authorized capital of all 
the trust, investment and mortgage com­

is paid. They represent £7,237,514 of de­ 
bentures. and have £830,515 in reserve 
funds. The aggregate authorized capital 
of the cattle and land companies is 
£9,317,530, with £3,543,603 paid up; de-

It lias been noted that only to the Dun­ 
dee companies have compensating returns 
been made. But it must be borne in mind 
that all the companies are new, scarcely 
one is yet ten years of age, and the major­ 
ity have not had time as yet to develop 
their capacities. 11 is said, however, that 
the disposition to invest in such com­ 
panies and to form new ones has abated, 
because the year 1885 was an unfavorable 
one to cattle and land companies, and be­ 
cause the order of the Federal Govern­ 
ment concerning the fencing in of unoccu­ 
pied lands, and finally because the business 
developing uncertainties and obstacles 
not foreseen. The conclusion is therefore 
readied by the Consul that it is unlikely 
that in the near future, at least, there will 
he any such development in the direction 
of these enterprises as lias lieen seen within 
the past five or six vears. 


THE CASE OF NELLIE BARRY. 
Little Nellie Barry, of Cambridge, is a 
heroine—of the stuff of which martyrs are 
made. Tile instinct of self-preservation— 
the strongest of all—was by her subverted 
to duty doing in a way to stand as an ex­ 
ample to all men and women. She is not 
yet 11 years of age. By the death of her 
mother three months ago she became 
“ the head of the family.” Grave responsi­ 
bility was prematurely thrust upon her 
youthful judgment. She has four small 
brothers to care for, while her shiftless 
father is mostly away from home. One 
night recently she got her little charges 
safely to bed, and, worn with hard labor, 
she had herself retired. But she could 
not sleep. As she put it, “ I felt in my 
heart that something dreadful was going 
to happen." Was tliispremonition, or the 
pressure of a deep sense of the grave re­ 
sponsibility resting upon her shoulders? 
Be this as it may, she resolutely “ fought 
off” the desire for sleep, and lay waking 
and watching. Presently there came a 
cry from one of the little ones. The house 
was on fire. She did what many an adult 
of mature judgment would not have done 
—she sprang up and began in the midst of 
smoke and flame the rescue of her charges, 
and that at imminent jieri! to her life. The 
children were terribly frightened and frus­ 
trated her eflbrts. 
As the smoke and 
flames rolled in she took the youngest in 
her arms and carried him struggling out, 
She returned; the fire was terribly hot. 
lmt she felt that she must go into the 
room. 
She groped through the smoke 
and found the second child, and carried 
him out. Again she returned, and the 
eldest boy, encouraged by her acts, came to 
her aid, and the two rolled the third child 
in a sheet and carried him out also. But 
the flames scorched their cheeks and blis­ 
tered their arms and set tire to their cloth­ 
ing, and as they fled the house the steps 
crumbled in coals beneath their feet. Here 
was courage, presence of mind, decision, 
cool .judgment in a child of 11, rare to find 
in such a one, and not always met with in 
adults. Yet this brave little glr! and her 
still smaller charges, having now not even 
a miserable roof to call home, have been 
sent to the poor house. Cannot generous, 
courage-loving Boston and Cambridge do 
better than this? Had a man rescued a 
human being from drowning in Boston 
harbor, the Society for the Encourage­ 
ment of Life Saving would have voted 
him a gold medal. But not even the price 
of it was given to Nellie Barry to buy 
bread for her little family—she and they 
were sent to the poor-house for it. Such a 
girl as Nellie Barry, distinguished by such 
splendid traits of character, would prove a 
treasure to some home where there are no 
children to bless it. The poor-house is 
ill reward for such a heroine, and Nellie 
in the paupers home is a reproach to 
Boston. 
A REMONSTRANCE. 
A |>etition is in circulation among Re­ 
publicans for the postponement of the 
Republican County Convention until after 
the State Convention shall have been held- 
This, we assume, is based on the plea for 
a short county campaign, but it carries 
with it, of necessity, the appointment by 
the County Committee of delegates to the 
State Convention. A brief campaign is 
most desirable. It is better for candidates 
and for the people. But it does not follow 
that the people should be ignored in the 
selection of delegates to the State Conven­ 
tion. We appeal to Republicans, can you 
not he trusted to select your own represent­ 
atives? What need is there for depriving 
you of this inestimable right? The Countv 
Convention, which must be selected by 
precinct primaries, ought to lie a body rep­ 
resentative of your wishes, and it is the 
prtqier body to select delegates to repre­ 
sent you in the State Convention. When 
it shall have assembled and discharged that 
high duty it can adjourn until a later date 
to nominate county officers. But if there 
is objection to this, that it will expose the 


_ delegates to a long siege of button-holing, 
| then better a long campaign than that the 
; State delegates bo appointed. The success 
of the Republican party we have at heart. 
Success in political life is best attained, 
laud of the most substantial character, 
! when it is the result of unity of action, 
i To secure nnitv let all the machinery of 
the party he directed to bringing the man­ 
agement as near as possible to the people 
of the party. By this method we shall 
interest voters more directly and deeply 
in the party and its ambitions. Since-such 
a petition as we have named is in circu­ 
lation, let the County Committee await a 
protest, l air play is a jewel, and one 
highly prized by Republicans. 
We believe we reflect tiie unreserved 
sentiment of the mass of the Republican 
voters when, in their behalf, we file this re­ 
monstrance. If there is any Republican 
candidate for a State office who fears to 
abide the decision of the people of the 
party, discretion should advise him to get 
out of the way. 
The purely representative system is 
growing in favor, and even the Democracv, 
which so rarely sticks at methods when 
ends are in view, thus speaks by one of its 
foremost champions. Says the Alla of yes­ 
terday : 
A delegation to the Democratic State Conven­ 
tion has been appointed, manufactured, set up 
and commissioned hv the County Committee of 
El Dorado county. This action should not stand 
in that county, and its example should be repu­ 
diated elsewhere, it was such stuffing of a 
Convention roll by committees that began for­ 
mer troubles in tlie patty in this State, ami that 
method became so detestable that the last State 
Convention, by resolution, declared the prac­ 
tice to be undemocratic. We do not see how, 
tinder that declaration, this irregular delegation 
from El Dorado can be admitted to the next 
Convention. As the party lias denounced such 
meth :d of appointment as undemocratic, and 
the coming Convention is to la- Democratic, 
such u delegation has no more right in it than 
has the KepubUcau delegation from El Dorado. 
IT OUGHT TO BE KILLED OUTRIGHT. 
The whole movement of legislative ma­ 
chinery to oust, at this time, two of the 
Supreme Judges ought to he killed outright. 
All the twaddle about high motives and 
exalted sense of duty in now rendering the 
bench efficieut is transparent and mere rot. 
We said yesterday that, assuming the Leg­ 
islature to have power to act at this ses­ 
sion on that subject—though it may well 
be doubted, after all that cau he said, 
whether action is not legislation, and 
therefore widely different from action 
prescribed 
by 
Federal 
statute — if 
the 
purpose 
was 
to 
rebuke 
the 
Court and reverse its decision on irri _ 
gation—he that decision wise or unwise— 
the scheme was reprehensible and ought to 
he condemned. We believe it is all that 
and more. 
It really sounds in the nature 
of a conspiracy. The genesis of the as­ 
sault is apparent, and the immediate 
source from which it springs enough to 
condemn it. David S. Terry ought to he 
the last man to assail a bench he once oc­ 
cupied. 
The scheme is to displace two 
Justices in order to breakdown a certain 
judgment. All such tampering with Courts 
strikes at the substructure of free govern­ 
ment and puts in peril the possessions and 
lilierties of every man. 
If Justices are 
physically incapacitated, now is not the 
time, this not the atmosphere in which to 
exercise the dangerous jiowcr of removal. 
Legislators cannot afford to commit them­ 
selves to the damning doctrine that the 
political arm may be invoked at the whim 
of the many or the few to strike down the 
judicial guards. 
The whole suspicious, 
dangerous, disgraceful business ought to 
he abandoned at once, and the proceedings 
enteied upon with such a -coming of 
gravity ought to lie stopped. 
S. J. Crowk was sent to Alcatraz to he 
detained as a witness, with others, in a 
pending case. This was in itself a hard­ 
ship. It Is one of the inconsistencies of 
our system that while the defendant may 
give bonds, the stranger witness of his 
crime may be compelled to co il his heels 
in jail. Crowe alleges that lie and a 
number of others were confined in a cell 
18 by 9 feet, and kept there day and night, 
with the exception of a few hours allowed 
for exercise in comparative liberty; that 
they were fed on convict fare of the 
coarsest kind, and for most of the time 
were debarred the privilege of purchasing 
extra focal supplies. That finally they 
were not called as witnesses at all, but, 
being set at liberty, were told that no 
money was in the fund to pay them the ¡61 
a day promised them. It would seem to 
he the refinement of cruelty to treat wit­ 
ness prisoners as those who are charged 
with crime, or convicted and sentenced. 
They ought to he allowed all possible 
liberty, giaal food, plenty of exercise and 
in all way- possible made as comfortable 
as jail accommodations can afford. Indeed, 
it i- outrageous to qonfine them in the 
same eorriders or cells occupied by crim­ 
inals. The Legislature ought to provide 
that separate rooms, with as little of the 
prison character about them as may he, be 
provided by every county for detained 
witnesses, and that they lie furnished as 
good food and plentifully as is usually 
furnished at a fair hotel, and finally that 
they should lie given all possible liberty of 
action. In this way we will encourage 
men to reveal their knowledge of crime, 
rather than conceal it from fear of being 
"punished" by being detained in prison as 
witnesses. 
T h e selection of a citizen to he United 
States Senator for the early part of one 
session of Congress will be in the nature of 
a high compliment. The choice must fall 
upon a Republican. The representatives 
of the party should therefore select for the 
position some man oí the party upon 
whom the bestowal of the office will I* an 
ait in -|ieci d complimentary recognition 
of his ability, distinguished services, and 
his high character as a foremost citizen. 
He is not to serve for six years, there are 
to devolve upon him no onerous duties, 
nor is he to lie put to the necessity of any 
change in his business or domestic econ­ 
omy. He is to be Senator for hut a few 
months, and his selection will he more es­ 
pecially a mark of lofty esteem and arecogj 
nition of his past services than if his choice 
were the result of a campaign long pre­ 
pared, hotly contested, aud into which po­ 
litical aspirations and personal ambitions 
had largelv entered.

XEW PUBLICATIONS. 
"The Naval History of the War," by Ad­ 
miral David D. Porter, of the United 
States Navy, is being canvassed for in this 
State, and is shortly to be issued, to answer 
the subscriptions, from a New York press, 
and delivered in California by J. Dewing & 
Co., of No. 420 Bush street, San Francisco. 
It will appear in full library sheep, 
and in seal Russia, Turkey Morroco 
anil muslin, illuminated. Admiral Porter 
has within the last three years achieved 
enviable distinction in literary walks, ami 
several of his romances have received high­ 
est critical approval. The work upon which 
he is now engaged will be entitled to a 
place upon the library shelf beside the Me­ 
moirs of Grant and the b.:st histories of the 
war of the rebellion. The book is to he 
richly illustrated, and the engravings that 
are before us in advance sheets give prom­ 
ise of special attractiveness for the full vol­ 
ume when it shall have appeared. It will 
be a quarto of about 800 pages, and the 
subscriptions range from $6 to $10 50, ac­ 
cording to style of binding. By examina­ 
tion of the introductory chapters—and 
which read more than well—and of the 
“ contents," it is ascertained that the work 
will include full accounts of all the opera­ 
tions of the navy, and of the army in con­ 
junction with the navy. The text will be 
fortified by maps, plats and official tran­ 
scripts. No man of the navy is better qual­ 
ified than Porter for the task he has 
undertaken. His diction is scholarly, his 
style finished and forcible and his powers of 
narration very near to the best ideal. 
He begins with a succinct account of the 
organization of the navy of the United 
States, and thence leads up to its wretched 
condition at the outbreak of the civil war. 
This takes him next most naturally into 
the field of speculation as to what'could 
have been done, ami from that considera­ 
tion be proceeds easily to the actual doing. 
Every naval battle is fully described, aud 
all tlie land oiierations relating to them are 
narrated with accuracy of detail. A most 
pleasing feature is the simplification of 
technical reports and official accounts of 
sea battles and harbor assaults ami repulses. 
Indeed, the book is written to the level of 
the non-military reader and those not 
versed in naval technicality. But for this 
reason it is none the less a work of official 
importance, and will none the less be re 
ceived as snch by the navy. Porter comes 
of a naval family and a race of naval heroes. 
His grandfather was made a Master in the 
navy by Washington ; his father was Capf. 
David Porter, of the famous frigate 
Essex, captured the first nian-ol'-war 
taken from the British in 1812, ami he be­ 
came Commander-in-Chief of the naval 
forces in the war of Mexico for her inde­ 
pendence. Admiral Porter himself first 
saw service in Mexico, but while yet a 
youth entered the United States navy aud 
passed through all the grades, from Mid­ 
shipman to Admiral. Throughout all the 
civil war his feats were those of a hero, 
and he ranked officially and in the esteem 
of the people second only to Farragut, and 
succeeded him as Admiral of the United 
States tiavy, which position he now holds. 
A naval history by such a man must be a 
work of high importance and command a 
wide sale.

I1EREA9, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed tlie following amendment of 
SectiousOne, Eight. Tc*n and lleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE, 


Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is nereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, aud such a* may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
asse^ed and taxed as a part of the realty; aud, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided iu Section Ten ot this article; and,

vide for the exemption from taxation of snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this etate, or may tax such ships aud vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu ot an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents >f this ¿Late. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 
Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer iu this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, settiug forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, exempt railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
by such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian, on the 
fitst Monday in March. 
Sec. 10. All property, except tail road prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall t-e assessed 
in the couuty, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corp «ration 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this ¿rate, shall, ou or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preeediug, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and unon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as 11 part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages. deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed ami taxed The 
grossaunual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ol December last ' 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads arc situated partly within this 
Statu aud partly without this state, the grots an­ 
nual earuings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by taking: 
First- The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, h ive been earned wholly 
within this State. 
Second—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this State, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Sta es or Territo- i 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated iu this State, and 
used iu making such earnings, bears to the 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earuings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose o' this 
section, except for the purp .se of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads oj*erated as one sys’em shall be 
treated os one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shal . become part of the General Fund of this 
State, ami two thir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or cowries in which said rni road is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road onerated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a couuty. Any corpo­ 
ration, as^ocia1 ion, partnership, person or per­ 
sons. unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come due. or wi bin thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for. together with such penalties 
as the 1 egislature may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and may 
be enforced iu aticli manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, ?o far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall he subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purj>oses voted by 
the electors of the district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Aud all railroads, as far as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
Sec. 11. Income taxes may he assessed aud 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such casas aud amounts and in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this State shall have power, by iujnnc 
tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form*of law. except upon a showing that the 
fame property has been taxed more than once 
tor the same purpose in the same year, and then 
only ujM)ti payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, ol a sum equal to the amount of one ot 
the taxes so laid upon the property iu question; 
provided, that in all eases actions may be main­ 
tained against the Tax Collect r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days alter 
Mich illegal taxes have lieen paid. It shall be 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other ■civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the * Legislature may designate, until 
Mich actions shall have been finally decided.

C hurch R eo p en in g . 
T h e auditorium of the Sixth-street M. E. 
Church, w hich has been closed for nearly 
tw o m onths for extensive repairs, decora­ 
tion and im provem ents, w ill be reopened 
to-m orrow w ith appropriate services. 
The 
chnrch has been beautifully frescoed. The 
ceiling and w alls are laid off in sunk 
panels, those of the ceiling being a delicate 
shade of blue, bordered with a pink freize, 
and an outer frieze o f soft gray, w ith cen­ 
ter pieces and corner ornam ents in bold 
relief. 
T he wall panels are of a soft ash 
color, bordered w ith raised m oldings and 
bronze lines, contrasting liuely with the 
corner ornam ents and with a maroon cove 
finished w ith gold. 
The altar-piece, which 
represents a dem i-rotunda and colonnade, 
is especially fine in light and shade, perspe. t- 
ive and sky effects. 
The paws are new ly 
upholstered in crimson rep, and the floor is 
covered w ith a body Brussels carpet o f 
tasteful and rich pattern. 
T he church 
parlors are refitted in the sam e elegant and 
substantial 
m anner, w hile the Sunday- 
school room has also been frescoed, reno­ 
vated and recarpeted, and all the wood­ 
work and furniture o f the interior has been 
regrained and varnisued, w hile the entire 
exterior has been painted an olive color, 
w ith dark red trim m ings. 
T he vestibule 
entrance is paved with artificial stone. The 
church, alw ays an attractive one, is now 
one of th e handsom est in the State. 
Great 
credit is due Jos. Ough, the architect, 
under w hose direction, assisted by Messrs. 
f ‘. Boh! and J. I.. H untoon, the com m ittee, 
the work ha3 been earned to a successful 
com pletion. 


R a ilro a d A c cid en t. 
Yesterday m orning, 
about 
3 o'clock, 
when the first section of the west-bound 
express train reached Gold Run, the two 
locom otives draw ing it, a fruit car carry­ 
ing baggage, and the front truck of a sleep­ 
ing car ran off the track at a sw itch. 
The 
head engine,-M o. Os, was thrown clear of 
the track, and alighted on her side at the 
foot o f the em bankm ent. 
T he engineer 
and fireman jum ped in tim e to save tliem - 
seives from being hurt. 
T he other engine, 
N o. 19, and the fruit car were pulled back 
upon the rails by engines sent to their as­ 
sistance from above, and before the wreck­ 
ing car, w hich had been dispatched from 
Sacram ento, arrived, and the train, after a 
detention o f several hours, cam e on to the 
city, arriving here about 12:30. 
T he sec­ 
ond section, which left Truckee live or six 
hours late, was not delayed by the accident. 
T he first section m et a freight train at Gold 
K un, and the natural supposition was that 
the crew o f the freight did not close the 
sw itch properly when they side-tracked. 
The caboose brakeinan of the freight de­ 
clares that he did close it. and the conductor 
corroborates him to this extent, that the 
bralteman went to the sw itch to close it, 
was gone two or three m inutes, and when 
he returned to the train the conductor in ­ 
quired w hether lie had attended to the 
duty, and he responded that he had, but 
m et with difficulty in doing it, and finally 
had to use a rock to knock the parts to­ 
gether so that he could lock them . 
It m ay 
be that the stone h e used fell between the 
rails unobserved, or that the sw itch was 
broken.

If in our com m ents, involuntarily brief, 
that follow , there is a steady current o f 
com m endation and com plim ent, let it be 
understood from the beginning that it is 
not therefore insincere laudation, or a d is­ 
position to speak pleasantly of young peo­ 
ple jnst on the threshold o f life, and who 
ought to be given a “ God speed you ’ by 
every true m an and wom an. 
No, the 
uniform ity o f approval 
is 
sim ply the 
natural result o f m eritorious work on the 
part o f the pupils of the H igh School. 
Faithful and honorable journalism does 
not prostitute itself to say pleasing things 
and spare the feelings where 


t r u t h a n d ju s tic e 
To the reading public demand adverse crit­ 
icism . 
H owever m inded to carp and pick 
flaws, we could not do so in this case, for 
such error as there was in last night’s ex ­ 
ercises, or such fault as there was in essay, 
reading or m usic, was o f such trivial and 
unim portant character as not to merit no­ 
tice in the preseceof so much of excellence. 
And when we say excellence, we m ean that 
the judgm ent determ ining it is formed ac­ 
cording to standards proper to be applied 
to H igh School graduates, and not such as 
we should invoke in case of matured intel- 
ects or academ icians. 


t h e oper a house 
W as “ packed from pit to dome ” last night, 
and hundreds were turned away unable to 
gain adm ission, though holding cards of 
adm ission. 
H ere was an error. 
It would 
have beer* better to have issued just enough 
to have filled the house, and no more. 
Sensible people would not have grumbled 
at im possibility. 
But 
holding a ticket 
and preparing to go and going, and then 
being turned back, is a sort of stroking the 
fur the wrong way that even Lie m ost fair- 
m inded and reasonable w ill be tempted to 
resent. 
On the stage appeared, behind a pretty 
barrier o f flowers and beneath a floral sus­ 
pended arch bearing the class m otto, “ In 
L i m i n e ," the graduating class o f the Sacra­ 
m ento H igh School, as follow s: H elen A.

It was brief, to 
the point and expressed the judgm ent of

class.

and the vigor necessary, and o f which 
fem ale performers are so frequently lacking. 
Robert M cA. Richardson then read an 
essay on that eccentric, brilliant literary 
genius and great m an. Dr. Johnson. 
It 
was a com prehensive and thoughtful re­ 
view of the ch ief traits of character of that 
wonderful m an, and testified to fair judg­ 
m ent. strong convictions and conscientious­ 
ness on the part of the graduate. 
It was 
clearly, forcibly written and easily and dis­ 
tinctly delivered. 
Alice E. Bellm er, in a 
strong, feeling voice, and w ith earnest­ 
ness 
in 
evey 
tone, 
then 
read 
an 
essay, 
“ Une 
Learns 
by 
F ail­ 
ures." 
And she 
proved 
it, 
not 
only 
logically, but by recalling to her hearers 
their experiences. 
She insisted that fail­ 
ures are necessities to ultim ate success, and 
that ideals are approached only through 
the m any attem pts by w hich we are taught 
our weaknesses, and to avoid error. 
It was 
a practical and gtaceful paper, illustrated 
by num erous historical exam ples. 
Nellie 
Siddons then read in French an essay on 
“ CHARLOTTE CORDAY.” 
Her accent was good, her delivery o f the 
foreign tongue unhesitating and confident, 
and the treatment of the subject showed 
fam iliar reading concerning the beautiful 
heroine of St. Saturnin des Lignerts, w ho 
pluD ged the dagger to the heart o f Murat 
and perished by the guillotine nearly a 
hundred years ago. 
Bella Sim on 
then 
played a piano solo with excellent effect: 
" Adagio Yar. V., op. 26, Beethoven, and 
Polish Danse Scharwenka." 
T he nu m ­ 
bers were difficult, but performed w ell and 
with good judgm ent. 
Lena Danis read a thoughtful paper on 
“ Observation and Im agination,” in which 
she dem onstrated that w h ile observation is 
prosaic and im agination poetic, the latter is 
controlled by the former in all good art and 
literary effort. 
Observation supplies the 
material for the work of the im agination. 
Im agination beautifies the objects of art, 
but observation must supply the m odels. 
It was fair treatment of a subject upon 
which newspaper m en have constantly in 
m ind, and before she closed her essay she 
pointed out the practical applications of 
the sentim ent o f the paper. 
It was well 
read and clearly heard by all. 
Andrew 
M. Henderson delivered a declam ation on 
“ THE AMERICAN SAILOR,” 
Defending him as a devoted patriot and 
the w hole record of the navy as one bril­ 
liant chain of patriotic achievem ent. 
It 
was delivered with forcible deliberation 
and in a dear, strong voice, and was a not­ 
ably strong num ber o f the programme. 
A m ale chorus o f tw elve voices, including 
most o f the young gentlem en who were 
graduates and som e friends w ho kindly 
aided them , sang, with agreeable effect, 
“ My Queen." 
T he audience demanded its 
repetition, but Professor Anderson inter­ 
vened with the rule, “ No encores.” 
Ma­ 
m ie O'Neil cam e next, with a graceful es­ 
say on the “ Friendships of Story and 
Song,” and, singularly enough, the strong­ 
est and m ost touching exam ples of souls 
knit together like those of David and Jon­ 
athan, were those o f undying friendship 
between m en, and not an instance from the 
wom an's world did the young lady cite. 
It was an adm irable paper, full o f feeling, 
and w ell read. 
Maud W illis read an essay 
in German on “ Schiller. It was a superior 
production. 
She drew a striking picture of 
the tim es that nurtured 


s c h i l l e r 's o e n iu s, 
And interpreted w ith clearness the spirit of 
his works, that have becom e such an im ­ 
portant factor in the educational discipline 
of German youth. 
She held Schiller to be 
the cham pion of the ideal and the bard of 
true liberty, citing bis last drama, "W il­ 
helm Tell," as a work that w ill stand for 
tim e, and give for the ages the rallying 
cries for oppressed nations. 
T he reader 
gave the German idiom with such correct­ 
ness as to m ost pleasantly surprise the 
Germans present, not a few of whom pro­ 
nounced it as correct as in the m outh of a 
native born and educated. 
These testified 
to her clear approach to purity in accent, 
and that the phonetic shadings of vowels 
and o f gutterals, peculiar to the German 
tongue, were uttered by her with precision 
and ease, and evidenced correct tutoring. 
Howard S. Sm ith read a paper on 


BOOK* AND EEADINU 
That was replete with good sense and 
sound advice to the voung as to the read­ 
ing of books. 
H e advised them to read in 
the line of their work, bat also to read 
variously, to cultivate breadth o f thought. 
H e delivered the essay deliberately and 
with creditable 
em phasis. 
T he 
young 
ladies of the class then sang a chorus, 
under Mrs. Lewis' directorship, w ith good 
effect. 
H elen A. Benteen recited “ Sir 
Launfal's Vision." 
She gave it w ith a 
great deal o f feeling, and thus had no dif­ 
ficulty in im parting the spirit o f the nar­ 
rative to her hearers and in awakening re­ 
sponsive feeling in them . 
H er reading 


J was notable for its peculiar deliberation 
j and subdued tone o f em phasis, which did 
I not, however, take from it any strength. 
I It m ight not respond to the rules o f the 
practiced elocutionist, but it had the de­ 
sired effect with the audience. J. F. Brown, 
Jr., delivered an oration on 


I REE TRADE. 
It was in the first place finely delivered, 
with strength rather than with finish, but 
in the second place it was not as most 
auditors 
supposed 
the 
declam ation of 
another's text, but the delivery o f the 
young gentlem an s own ideas on ’ political 
econom y. 
It was a strong, enthusiastic de­ 
fense of free trade, and a trenchant assault 
upon 
tlie w hole line of protection, to 
which ho attributed the developm ent o f 
com m unism in Am erica, and ai! recent 
and present labor troubles. 
lie showed 
that ho m ust have read w idely and iiis- 
torlcally on the subject, and it is learned 
that such is the fact, and that the student 
has been tnore than diligent a very long 
tim e in the study of the tariff question. 
It was certainly a rem arkable speech to 
com e from a H igh School boy. and appar­ 
ently far beyond his years, but again evi­ 
dently not beyond the glow ing intelligence 
and enthusiasm of h is countenance. 
Carrie 0 . Merrill’s paper was a charm ing 
bit of hum or—a consideration of “Mother 
Goose 
M elodies ” and “ The 
Arabian 
N ig h ts” as " Two W onders o f the World 
o f Literature.” 
H er valedictory was brief, 
direct and one o f the m ost sensible and 
straightforward we have ever heard. 
It 
indulged in no fulsom e praises, nor lach­ 
rym al regrets at parting. 
It did her credit, 
as also did her m ethod of reading. 
Miss 
Maye 
Carroll then 
played 
the 
piano 
solo, “ Rondo Capriccioso” (M endelsohn). 
She played 
w ith 
ease, her 
execution 
was vigorous and distinct w ithout being 
m echanical in its m ethod, and her inter­ 
pretation of the scores was with feeling and 
taste. 
It bore testim ony to native ability 
and good tutoring. 
R ev. Carroll M. Davis 
then m ade 
THE ADDRESS 
To the graduating class. 
W e can find 
space now only to say that it was a thor­ 
oughly strong defense o f the H igh School, 
and 
a 
protest 
into 
taking 
children 
from the 
schools 
to 
coin 
their 
la­ 
bor 
into 
m oney 
where 
the 
need 
is 
n ot great. 
It was altogether the m ost 
vigorous production w e have heard from 
that gentlem an, and was a m anly and tim ely 
protest against dyspeptic, carping critic­ 
ism o f higher education. 
It was so prac­ 
tically and tim ely a docum ent as to merit, 
as it w ill receive, treatment and presenta­ 
tion in these colum ns at a later date. Prof. 
Anderson, with a few words o f practical 
advice, and an added word of parting re­ 
gret, delivered to each o f the graduates the 
diploma prepared for each. The class song 
was then sung, 03 written for the occa­ 
sion, by 
Clark J. Burnham , 
and 
the 
audience, rising, joined with the class in 
singing one verse of "America.” which 
concluded the exercises. 
The w hole was 
an admirable entertainm ent, and taken at 
its true value presented the Iligh School 
in a most flattering light. 
M usic is not taught in the H igh School, 
but the pleasing eharactei o f the m usic 
numbers last night was remarked hv all. 
T hey were

given, 
and the 
directress.

Lewis, openly

mented. T he instrum ent on the stage was a 
M athushek Little Giant, furnished b yJ. F. 
Cooper; the dressing o f the stage was by the 
class, and the entire m anagem ent o f the 
programme by the Principal of the school. 
It was nearly 11 o’clock before the auditors 
were dism issed, but to that hour the Opera 
H ouse remained full, in all its seating 
capacity and in the lobby of the dress 
circle, very few retiring before the last 
number on the programme.

A MOUNTAIN’S BIRTH. 


t h e w o n d e r f u l vo lcano es of 


JOKULlO.

P atactabo, Mexico, Ju ly 17, 1830. 
Jorullo is only twenty-five miles from 
Ario, a pleasant road leading to th e ham ­ 
let of La Playa, which lies at the hast* of 
th e famous volcano. 
For several miles 
the country is gently rolling, dotted with 
fine groves of oak and pine. 
Then a dense 
forest is reached, after which the path— 
suddenly become narrow and rugged—de­ 
scends rapidly to the dreaded tierra caliente, 
nr “ hot country.’’ 
Bananas and indigo 
plants grow wild here—the latter a hush 
sto u t four feet high, w ith leaf resembling 
a fern—and fields of sugar cane are on ev­ 
ery side. 
We pass several prim itive sugar 
miiis, where th e cane is put into an ox 
hide hopper and run through wooden 
rollers, the m otive power being a yoke of 
oxen attached to a long shaft, as in a 
liorse-whim. 
The vilhigeof Puerta de la Playa is 
hardly extensive enough to deserve so 
high-sounding a name, for it <*ontains only 
about a dozen cane-stalk huts, thatched 
with dried palm leaves. 
There is one 
adobe house of two stories, roofed with red 
tiles— the residence and “ sto re’’ of I ton 
Francisco Vega, the Inspector of Police 
and autocrat of the vicinage. 
The sophis­ 
ticated traveler will secure a letter of in­ 
troduction to the local magnate, or other­ 
wise he will be obliged to “ put u p ” at one 
of the native huts, as there is neither 
mmon nor femdita within many miles. The 
clim ate being here very dry and hot, dan­ 
gerous reptiles and insects of all sorts 
abound, including scorpions, vipers, spiders 
ami rattlesnakes. 
The oft-repeated advice 
to “ shake your hoots in the morning,” may 
be improved upon by keeping them, and 
all your clothes, on during the night, as 
some protection against poisonous vermin. 
N otw ithstanding it- horrors, the tourist 
who wishes to visit Jorullo must pass the 
night here— but few can truthfully say 
th at they s/epf at La I’laya, either at the 
residence of Scnor d • Vega or in one of the 
viper-infested huts. 
A t the first glimmer 
of dawning (about 3:30 \. m . in this lati­ 
tude) one should set out for the volcano in 
order to rea li the sum m it before the .suu 
hr -omcs too hot

Late in Ju n e of 
tin* above-mentioned year, subterranean 
noises began to be heard, which died away 
- suddenly :. 4% mysteriously a- they carne, 
but returned St frequent intervals. 
For 
three months tins surprising phenomenon 
continued, greatly to the consternation of 
the simple inhabitants, who believed it to 
be the work of an angry (!od, brought 
about by the 
MAI.EMOTION'S OF THE CAPUCHINS, 
W ho had i-stabiishixl a mission at the near­ 
by ham let o f San Pedro, but failed to re­ 
ceive hospitable treatm ent from the Imli- 
ans. 
Accordingly the monks pronounced 
anathem as upon the valley, predicting th at 
unless the people embraced the faith of the 
Capuchins their bomcsshould l>e destroyed 
by flames th at would issue from the earth, 
and th at afterward the air would be so cold 
th at eternal ¡ce and snow would take the 
place of perpetual summer. 
W hether the 
monks really did hit upon such a remarka- 
abic prophesy, it is certain that a tradition 
of it still retnaius; and so much of these 
maledictions have been realized that the 
natives of to-davsce in the gradual cooling 
of the new-born m ountain a presage of 
Arctic coldness. 
Through Ju ly and August of 1759, a suc­ 
cession of earthquakes, at irregular inter­ 
vals, shook the earth so terribly th at sev­ 
eral times th e inhabitants tied in conster­ 
nation. 
But finally all remained, quiet for 
several weeks and the people resumed their 
usual avocations, believing th at the curse 
of the Capuchins had spent its force. 
At 
exactly the point where the great volcano 
now stands was formerly a thick forest of 
guayava trees, from whose delicious fruit 
the natives made and exported a sort of 
sweetment, sim ilar to the modern guava 
jelly. 
On th at fatal 23th of September 
(nearly 130 years ago) all the laborers 
from the coanivra/t-i (stigar-cnne fields 'o f 
the rich hacienda de San Pedro, Which 
occupied 
all the now volcanic region, 
went out to gather the guayava. 
They 
■were astonished to find th a t’ their great 
hats of broom straw were covered with 
ashes! 
Afterwards it was learned th at fis­ 
sures had already opened in what is now 
known as the Malpais (“ bad lauds”), at 
the foot of the high basaltic dome called 
E! Cuicfie, which threw out this volcanic 
sign before any change had been observed 
to take place on the plain. 
So rapidly did 
this rain of black ashes increase, that be­ 
fore m idnight the whole valley was cov­ 
ered to the depth of two feet; whereupon 
everybody fied to the hill of Agusarco, a 
few miles distant, which rises to a hight 
of 2,500 feet above the former plain of 
Jorullo. 
From this elevation the horri­ 
fied Indnins beheld llames issuing from the 
bosom of their lately sm iling plain, which 
now heaved and tossed like a raging sea, 
while huge masses of burning rock were 
hurled high in air. 
Through thick clouds 
of ashes, illum ined by volcanic fires, they 
beheld 


t h e K in rn o f a m o u n t a in. 
Those who witnessed the phenomenon 
declare that suddenly the whole surface of 
the valley was seen t.. rise in the form of a 
dome, throwing out at the - .me tim e nu­ 
merous sm aller peaks and cones, some of 
them rish g to an elevation of from 1,200 
to 1,400 feet. 
Then in the midst of tiiat 
blazing sea a huge, shapeless mass appeared 
— doubt li*?». the present volcano, which has 
an altitude of 4.2t>7 feet atiove the level of 
the sea—and which the terror-stricken 
s|wctators likened 
unto a mttilio negro, 
“ black castle.” 
T he flames were plainly 
seen from distant I’atzenaro; even the 
roofs of the houses in Q neritaro (214 miles 
away), were covered w ith ashes; and the 
rivers of Ban Andres and Cuitumha, both 
streams of considerable size, sank into the 
burning mass, while a rivulet near La 
Playa suddenly became a mighty torreut, 
which threatened to inundate the town. 
I have been perm itid! to read a musty old 
letter, written at the time by a curate of 
the neighboring village to th e Bishop of 
Michoacan, in which the good father says 
th a t houses, churches and hospitals were 
ready to fall down from the weight of sand 
and ashes upon them , and adds: 
“ The 
very people are so covered with volcanic 
d irt that they seem to have come out of 
some sepulcher.” 
The eruption finished 
by killing all the trees, which were over­ 
throw n and buried beneath 


t h e 
v o m i t i n g s o f t h e v o l c a n o . 
For many miles around the roads and 
fields were thickly covered w ith sand and 
ashes, the crops destroyed, and the flocks 
perished for want of food and water, for 
no living thing could drink the pestilen­ 
tial streams of th e mountains. 
Baron von Humboldt 
considers 
the 
throw ing up of this volcano in the midst 
of a peaceful country as one of the most 
extraordinary physical revolutions that 
e re r occurred on the globe. 
W hen lie 
visited Jorullo in 1813, accompanied by M. 
B onpland, the m ain m ountain was still 
burning. 
He wrote a lengthy account of 
it in his journal, and we also find it m in­ 
utely deooribed both in the Cosmos and in 


his “ F.ssai Politique sue le Nouville Es- 
pagnc.” 
From the above l»ooks (O tte and 
Pallsi translation) many of the following 
facts have been gleaned. 
Before the groat 
change took place the population of this 
valley was not large, though the district 
was exceptionally fertile, and the cultiva­ 
tion of indigo and cotton was not then car­ 
ril* 1 on, as now, to great extent. 
In all 
the series of earthquakes, and even in the 
culm inating throe which brought forth the 
m ountain, no 
human lives 
were lost, 
though innum erable horses and cattle were 
killed, and houses were overturned as far 
away as Patrenaro. 
I t is stated th at du r­ 
ing the general 
nocturnal flight from 
Jorullo, the [ample forgot to remove a deaf 
and dum b negro slave. 
A m ulatto had the 
hum anity to return to his rescue, and his 
was the only house found to be standing, 
and as the negro was kneeling, w ith a con­ 
secrated candle in his hand, before an 
image of the V irgin of Guadalupe, his de­ 
liverance is ascribed solely to his m iracu­ 
lous powers. 
. . 
, 
According t<> native traditions, during 
the first days of the eruption the great 
masses of roi k, scoria, sand and ashes were 
alwavs combined with streams of muddy 
water. 
All the eye witnesses affirm that 
before the terrible “ black castle” made its 
appearance, the fiat syil seemed to riseper- 
l«?ndicularly, anil then the whole surface 
bubbled up in spots, so th at vexigones 
(“ blisters”; appeared all over the valley. 


TH ESE IN FLA TED “ M ASTERS,” 
Of various sizes and mostly of a regular 
conical form, subsequently burst and threw 
boiling hot mud from their orifices, as 
well as seoriaeeious stony masses, which 
may still be found at great distances. 
Humboldt w rites: 
“ The roundish, con­ 
vex part of the upheaved plain is about 
12,790 feet in diam eter, so that its area is 
more than seven square miles. 
The true 
volcano of Jorullo, and five other volcanoes 
that rose simultaneously with it on the 
-M me fissure, are so situated that only a 
small [iortion of the mol pais lies east of 
tliem. 
Toward the west, the numbers of 
horniol*—‘ little ovens,’ the small eruptive 
cones or ‘blisters’ 
above-mentioned—are 
m uch larger ; and when, in the early 
m orning, I issued from the Indian huts oi 
L a I’laya and ascended the basaltic hill of 
Mirados, I saw the black volcano project­ 
ing most picturesquely above white col­ 
umns of smoke from the 
‘ little ovens.’

* 
The many thousand hornitne, 
which cover the upheaved suiface uni­ 
formly, are on an average of four to nine 
feet high. 
Each of tiicui is composed 
qf 
basaltic 
sphere-, 
with 
fragments 
separated like 
concentric 
shells. 
Ih e 
balls a r e flattened into a somewhat spher­ 
oidal form, and are usually from fifteen to 
eighteen 
inches 
in 
diam eter. 
^The 
basaltic

Even the soft, loamy mass which 
unites the balls is, singularly enough, di­ 
vided into curved lonilhr, which wind 
through all the interstices of the balls.”

•• The appellation of ‘ ovens’ is 
especially justified by the circumstance 
that in each of them the columns of smoke 
break out, not from the summit, but later­ 
ally.

By fastening them to a stick and thrusting 
them in to a depth of two inches. In many 
places the air was still so heated in the 
vicinity of the ho m i to* th at it was neces- 
-ary to turn away from one’s propositi 
course: and in the interiors of most of 
them we heard a rushing noise like th at of 
the fa ll of waters. 
W hen B urhart visited 
the place twenty-six years later he found 
th at none of the ovens were then smoking, 
their tenqx-rature, in most cases, being 
nearly that of the surrounding atmosphere, 
while many of them had lost all regular­ 
ity of fo rm by heavv rains and meteoric 
influences.” 
The main volcano of Jorullo is pear­ 
shaped, and the outlet of its crater is on 
tht* north side. 
Tin- cone is covered with 
loose black ashes, in which a few stunted 
bushes are growing, and its average slope 
is 4-> degrees. 
The traveler can easily 
make tin* circuit of the crater, whieh is 
only abont 
a 
mile 
in 
circumference, 
it- 
diam eter 
from 
north 
to 
south 
being 500 yards—and lit* may even de­ 
scend 500 feet t* the bottom of the mouth 
of the volcano. 
Numliers of cletts and 
fumaroUtt are found in the edge ol the cra­ 
ter, in which the mean tem perature of es­ 
caping gas and sulphurous acid gas is 152° 
F ahr. 
The loirder is fringed w ith the 
tallest gras- I ever saw in Mexico, a few 
coarse fern-, and the native trees, called 
hui.iachi, tepejuaje and changuno. 
It is said 
th at deer are abundant in these strange 
solitudes, and th at occasionally a puma, or 
m ountain lion, is seen ; but we found no 
traces of anim al lfl'e, not even a bird or 
vagrant coyote. 
The rocks of Jorullo are 
not uniform in texture or composition, va­ 
rying in color from black and red to gray 
and white. 
Bluish basalt, containing oli­ 
vine, occurs near the bottom of the crater, 
while w hitish-gray trachyte forms the 
greater part of it—the latter rock trav- 
tt'.-ed with a fen sinali veins of sulphur. 
The inner walls slant rapidly, and are cov­ 
ered with masses of tabus, containing sharp 
fragment- of red and black rocks. 
On the 
north side of the m ountain 


AN IM NENSE STREAM OF LAVA, 
Of a dark red color, owing to the oxida­ 
tion of the iron in the rock, and looking 
like the -lag of* a furnace. 
Although no 
eruption has occurred here for more than 
a hundred years, the volcano is Htill in a 
semi-active state, as is shown hy the heat 
of the crater walls, the emissions of sul­ 
phurous gas and th e frequency of earth­ 
quakes, ail indicating th at another stream 
of lava may flow from Jorullo at any 
time. 
In M arch of 18S3 an earthquake 
was perceptible at Ario, and cracks were 
found in the ground ten miles distant. 
Shock- are often felt as far away as 
M orelia—sixty miles—and everybody has 
beard of tin* r e t í n grand eruption of 
Colima’s volcano, 120 miles to the south­ 
ward. 
T he view from the sum m it of the 
burning m ountain i- magnificent— if the 
traveler i- not too nervous to enjoy it. 
W estward, the Sierra Madres stretch away 
as far as the eye can reach, the eo!os- 
sal snow-capped v lea no of ( oliuia liuuntl- 
ing the horizon. 
On the other side, that 
picturesque m ountain called “ The Mansion 
of the F athers" is conspicuous, with the 
grassy plains—forty-five miles wide—spread 
out before it. Looking northw ard, one sees 
the sugar-cane fields and banana groves of 
Tejamanil, whose bright verdure looks 
brighter contrasted w ith the greater part 
of the desert landscape. 
Not far away is the famous palm -tree 
hacienda of Jorullo— the largest of its kind 
in Mexico— which yield- an income of not 
less than £10,000 ja r annum. 
The chief 
industry of the natives hereabouts consists 
in collecting the palm leaves, cutting them 
into shreds and taking the thin fibers for 
brooms, brushes, etc. 
The long strips of 
palm are folded over and packed w ith cords 
into enormous bundles, which are carried 
to Ario on the backs of men and donkeys. 
F a n n ie B. W a r d . 
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\ W o n d e r f u l S p r in g .— A few miles 
this side off ’enter* i lie, near the road lead­ 
ing from there to Chico, lies a wonderful 
spring, which is well known to all old 
teamsters. 
It is clear as crystal and its 
waters are iee-eold, but its deadly nature 
makes it shunned by travelers who chance 
to pas; th at way, no m atter how thirsty 
they may be. 
Even the wild anim als and 
the birds seem to be aware of its deadly 
properties, ami arc never known to drink 
from it. 
At times, however, the dog be­ 
longing t" some passing team ster inno­ 
cently partakes of the crystal waters, and 
pays the penalty w ith his lile. 
The pecu­ 
liar feature in the action of this water is 
that it not only kills hot |>etrifies w hatever 
drinks it. Let a dog drink from the spring, 
ami within an hour it will die. 
The whole 
body stiffens and becomes like stone, and 
no m atter how long the corpse is kept the 
flesh does not decay. 
The waters of this 
wonderful -pring have never been analyzed, 
and offer a splendid opportunity to some 
chem ist to distinguish himself by discover­ 
ing w hat the ingredients may be that pos- 
sseses the property of turning hum an llesh 
to stone.— Chico Enterprise.

An A ddress By th e B oard o f Di­ 
re ctio n to th e P eople o f th e 
U n ited S tates.

The following address has lieen received 
by the R ecord-U n io n from the Board of 
Direction of the American Exhibition, to 
be held next year in London, and fur- 
nishe- the purposes and plans of the en- 
terprisc: 


H e a d Of f ic e s i n t h e U n it e d Sta tes, ) 
P h il a d e l p h ia , Pa., Ju ly 23, 188G. j 
j 
All exhibition of the arts, inventions, 
manufactures, products, and resources of 
the United States of America will be 
opened at 3 p. m., on Monday, May 2, 
1N37, at Earl's Court, Kensington, London, 
England, by the President of the United 
i States, from the W hite House, W ashing­ 
ton. 
Most European nations are at present 
m aking great efibrts to secure new markets 
—Germany has adopted the novel exjiedi- 
' ent of sending a floating exhibition from 
■ port to port, w ith the object of extending 
I her commerce. 
Doubtless 
the 
most effectual means 
which can he adopted of illustrating to 
the people of Europe, and to those buyers 
for the Colonies who reside permanently 
in Lm don, the excellence and variety of 
American industrial, m ineral and agri­ 
cultural products, is to hold an exclusively 
j A m erican exhibition in the heart of th at 
; city, the world’s eommer i ’ and financial 
¡ metropolis. 
i 
It is of course ohvions that an exhibition 
j exclusively devoted to the arts, inventions, 
I manufactures, products and resources of one 
¡ 


country and held in the metropolis of an­ 
other coulil not be initiated by the Govern­ 
, ment of the former. 
If such an exhibition be considered one 
j nf great value to American industries and 
j Am erican commerce, it must therefore be 
organized bv private initiative, or not at 
all. 
B ather more than two years ago the 
opinion of a number of representative cit- 
; izens wa- taken as to the prospective value 
j of such an exhibition. 
The unanimous 
j reply from artist-, inventors, manufac- 
I turers and producers was to the effect that 
I such an exhibition would be most valu- 
I able and beneficial. 
The opinion was con­ 
! firmed by one hundred of the principal 
j U nited States Consuls in Europe in very 
j em phatic terms, and a “General ( ’ouneil” 
! of five hundred representative Americans 
was constituted to give individual and col­ 
lective assistance and support to the incep­ 
tion of the undertaking. 
T he fact of the exhibition lieing con­ 
fined to exhibits from the Lhiited States 
constituted a new departure, however, in 
the history of exhibitions, and it was con­ 
sequently deemed advisable, before pro­ 
ceeding farther with the undertaking, to 
elicit an expression of opinion from repre­ 
sentative men in G reat Britain, and even 
from those of other European countries, 
a- to w hether such a “new departure” 
would meet with opposition, indifference 
or approval on the other side of the A t­ 
lantic. 
The result of this inquiry, which 
was made in a most thorough manner, 
covering a jierioil of four or five months, 
was so favorable tb at not only did the 
idea meet everywhere w ith approval, but 
one thousand of the most influential men 
in G reat B ritain (representing art,science, 
industry, commerce, manufactures, finance, 
literature, law, politics, the army and the 
navy) enrolled themselves as a council to 
welcome intending exhibitors and visitors 
from the U nited States. 
So cordial were the offers of assistance 
th at several English railroad companies 
offered the loan, at a merely nominal 
rental, for the purposes of the exhibition, 
of an admirably situated tract of land, 
covering about twenty-three acres, in the 
heart of London, at Kensington, midwav 
between Ilyde I ’ark and the Thames, anil 
in the center of one of the best residential 
portions of the city. 
It was explained 
th at ten m illion- of people reside w ithin 
one hour’s railway journey from the site, 
and more than half that numlier w ithin 
thirty minutes’ railway journey. 
Since then hundreds of letters have been 
received from every class of men in t treat 
Britain offering individual expressions of 
friendly feeling nud hospitality, and de- 
m oustrating an evidently deep and sin­ 
cere interest m the undertaking. 
There appeared, therefore, no reason 
why vigorous measures should not lie taken 
to commence the necessary organization of 
the enterprise, and on the 1st of January, 
1835, :tn association, consisting of several 
representative men, was duly constituted 
under (for obvious reasons of convenience) 
the British Lim ited Liability Acts, and an 
adequate am ount of capital was duly sub­ 
scribed. 
In order th at tiie exhibition should be 
truly representative of American life, it 
was determined th at a considerable num­ 
ber of exhibitors should be allowed to not 
only manufacture their specialties in the 
exhibition, but to sell them, as the most 
effective means of extending th eir foreign 
business relations. 
The buildings (which are to be erected 
this year) will lie sim ilar in character to 
thone of the four exhibitions so sucessfully 
bold under the Presidency of the Prince of 
W ale- and the able direction of Sir P hilip 
> unlitfe-Owen, at South Kensington, which 
are known ;us the Fisheries Exhibition ol 
1883, the H ealth E xhibition of 1884., the 
Invention- E xhibition of 1885 and the 
Colonial and Indian Exhibition, which is 
now lifting visited by large numbers. 
It is not the building which is the point 
of interest to theicem ing millions of E u­ 
rope, but the contents. 
It will lie remem­ 
bered th at of the visitors to the Centennial 
Exhibition of 1S7G probably not more than 
2 per cent, were foreigners, and yet how 
incalculably wide-spread and beneficial 
was that great gathering to the future de­ 
velopment of 
our 
country’s 
resources. 
W hat may not, therefore, be expected from 
an exclusively American exhibition where 
the percentage of foreign visitors may al­ 
ready be estim ated at 93 per cent., and 
where -pace will only be allotted to the 
very best quality of exhibits, so th at Eu­ 
ropean- and Colonial representatives and 
visitors may be able to form some trust­ 
worthy idea of the vast progress made by 
this country during the past hundred 
years ? 
No better period could have been selected 
for the holding of such an exhibition of the 
Ix-t manufactures and -products of the 
U nited States than next year, for next 
summer G reat B ritain and her colonies 
will celebrate, in Ixindon, the jubilee year, 
or fiftieth anniversary of Queen Victoria's 
reign, by a succession of fetes and unique 
examples of modern pageantry, which will 
attract large numbers of visitors from all 
parts of Europe and the Colonies. 
Our immense areas of public lands are 
fast diminishing, and the ever-increasing 
population of our cities must henceforth 
seek industri il employment, which means 
that we must now extend our foreign ex­ 
port trade. 
Une of the first practical results of the 
Am erican E xhibition will he the estab­ 
lishment in London of a permanent A m eri­ 
can emporium, where Europeans will l>e 
aide to purchase 
American inventions, 
manufactures and products as readily as 
fruit or flowers at Covent Garden M arket. 
tin e lesson among many others which 
the American Exhibition in London will 
teach our oun people is that they have no 
reason to purchase, from foreigners, articles 
which we ourselves can make better at 
home. 
As the United States Government could 
not take the initiative in the organization 
of an exclusively American exhibition in ! 
the metropolis of a foreign country, the j 
exhibition is Dot under Governm ent con­ 
trol, and th e necessary funds are raised by 
stock subscription-, as was done for the 
organization of the Centennial Exhibition 
in Philadelphia; but the United States 
Government will be invited to send an ex­ 
hibit from its unique collections at the 
Smithsonian Institute 
and 
the Patent 
Office, so that there be an exhibit from 
Government, States, corporations, institu­ 
tion- and private firms. 
T he object of the Am erican E xhibition 
in Iiondon is to display in the metropolis 


of G reat B ritain, the chief m arket of the 
world, a more complete collection of the 
products of the soil and mine, and of the 
manufactures of theU nited .States than has 
ever been shown in E urope; to impress the 
millions of th at continent, and others, with 
a sense of the m agnitude and variety of 
our industrial resources, and the skill and 
ingenuity of our artisans ; to increase the 
foreign trade of the United .States wher­ 
ever established, and to extend it into 
countries where, at present, it has no foot­ 
hold; and finally to quicken the flow of 
foreign capital to this country for the fur­ 
ther development of its natural wealth and 
resources. 
A t the invitation of a num ber of those 
who contributed to make the Centennial 
the s u a e * it was, we have selected P hila­ 
delphia as our headquarters, in the U nited 
States, and there we receive the valuable 
assistance of m any who gained experience 
in the managem ent of tile 187ti exhibi­ 
tion. 
The Am erican Exhibition in T/mdon is 
a natural sequeuce of the great gathering 
of ten vears ago, and we intend it -hall be 
no unw orthy one, but one of which all 
Americans may le justly proud. 
The 
international sym pathies w hich 
have been 
already invoked in 
G reat 
Britain and the U nited States by the 
forthcoming exhibition, are neither feeble 
nor insignificant, and it lias been oiiserved 
that to m aintaining and enhancing them 
the English speaking race may most con­ 
fidently look for a continuance of m aterial 
and moral progress on both sides of the 
A tlantic.

Now, the instinct of the American peo­ 
ple has h itherto been that theology and 
religion do better w ithout the patronage 
of the State than with it, ami th at it is not 
safe to intrust the civil power, whether 
Federal or local, with the making of any 
law looking either to the establishm ent of 
a church or to the encouragement of any 
special form of religions belief. W e choose 
our own rulers and we set them over us, not 
in spiritual m atters, hut in temporal only, 
and, if we are wise, we shall restrict their 
action even in the temporal sphere as much 
as possible. 
T his by the w ay: W hat i- 
pcrteetly clear is that our people do not 
want to receive direction in theological 
questions at the hands of the State, and 
therefore arc not prepared to have theolo­ 
gy—even its most widely accepted propo­ 
sitions— introduced 
into 
public school 
teaching. 
It is felt that the State has no 
business to make opinion in these matters, 
w hich it undoubtedly would do if it were 
allowed to im part any theological instruc­ 
tion whatever. 
Let, for example, the 
proposition- above mentioned lieoome a 
part of public-school teaching throughout 
the length and breadth of the land, and the 
modification of opinion to which this would 
lead would tend to prepare th e way for the 
introduction of more specific theological 
teaching, and, little by little, we should 
have, by tin* help of the State, a kind of 
official theology formed, th e influeuce of 
which on the development of thought, and 
perhaps also of morals, would lie far from 
favorable. 
No belter way of stereotyping 
a civilization could lie devised than for a 
Governmént, through the public schools, 
to undertake tc tel! people what they 
should believe on the most fundamental 
questions of theology.— Popular .Science 
Monthly for August.

Stones th a t H ave F allen B etw een A rm ies. 
In “ P lutarch’s L iv es” is given quite an 
interesting account of the fall of ahugeaero- 
lite between two armies at the moment 
they were about to join in battle. 
T he de­ 
scription of this strange occurrence will be 
found in the life of Lucullus. 
M ithridates 
was in the tield w ith a force of 1 2 0 ,0 0 0 in­ 
fantry, 16,000 cavalry and 
1 0 0 armed 
chariots, when Lucullus, w ith hut 30,000 
foot ami 2,500 horse, decided to give him 
battle, not knowing Ills great force, and so 
m arched forward. 
1 w ill now let Plutarch 
tell w hat occurred: “ W hen he (Lucullus) 
got sight of the enemy he was astonished 
at th eir numbers, and determ ined to avoid 
a battle and gain time. 
P u t Marius, a Ro­ 
man officer, whom Sertorius had sent to 
M ithridates out of Spain w ith some troops, 
advanced to m eet Lucullus, and gave him 
the challenge. 
Lucullus accepted it, and 
put his arm y in order of battle. 
The sig­ 
nal was just ready to be given when, w ith­ 
out any visible alteration, there was a 
sudden exploison in the air, and a large 
luminous body was seen to fall between the 
two armies. 
Its form was like th at of a 
large tun, and its color like that of molten 
silver, 
lloth sides were so atlected by the 
phenomenon th at they parted without 
striking'a blow.” 
T his’is said to have oc­ 
curred in Phrygia, at a place called Otryse. 
T his is not the only instance of an oc­ 
currence of the kind. 
Almost an exactly 
sim ilar thing occurred during the wars 
and troubles between M axim ilian 1. of 
Germany, and Louis I. of France. 
It was 
near the little village of Ensisheim, on 
the 111, D epartm ent of H aut-K hin, France, 
November 27, 14Ü2, a Unit one m onth after 
the discovery of Am erica by Columbus. 
■The two armies were drawn up in battle 
array, and were on the point of engaging, 
when there fell between the two forces a 
large aerolite, which for a tim e put an end 
to hostilities. 
On l» th sides it was looked 
upon as a sign from heaven forbidding the 
battle. 
T he mass weighed 270 pounds, 
and part of it is now in the B ritish M u­ 
seum. 
In this museum are also several 
stones th at fell in England and Ireland at 
various times.— Salt Lake. Tribune. 


P a r r o t s in I n d ia .— W e went to India, 
and 1 was completely' fascinated by the 
crowds of green parrots we saw in the 
plains. 
It was a never-failing source of 
delight to me to see them flying iu flocks, 
often hundreds at a time, w ith th e rays of 
the descending sun glistening on their 
emerald green plum age; or to see a tree 
destitute of leaves made green by reason 
of the m ultitude of parrots th at had 
settled on its branches; or again, at sun­ 
set, to see the green parrots flying about 
the w hite m arble m inarets of tlie glorious 
Taj-M ehal, or darting about, frolicking in 
the expiring rays. 
To me they were the 
most lovely of India’s birds. 
One scene 
connected with parrots is, from its perfect 
beauty, often present in m y mind. 
A t a 
certain residency, one of th e finest in 
N orthern India, there is a fountain con­ 
stantly playing, and in the early m orning 
the parrots gather together iu vast num ­ 
bers to drink and bathe in its running 
waters and basin. 
To see their graceful 
curves and upward flights before dashing 
through anil .just skim ming the surface of 
the water, w ith th eir unbounded joy and 
delight in so doing, was a picture of ec­ 
static, ideal, living happiness difficult to 
surpass. 
The parrots at this residency are 
almost tam e,for every m orning four or five 
caged ones are let loose to be fed, and down 
come all the wild ones to share their feast. 
The early m orning is th e tim e to sec these 
birds at their brightest and best. 
A t the 
first glimpse of the rising sun they forsake 
their night’s resting places and fly shrieking 
forth in search of food, and on many a tree 
they may lie seen pulling off the precious 
berries and fruits. 
Alas! the m ahli’s (gar­ 
dener's) heart does not warm to parrots, for 
th eir nature is to work destruction wher­ 
ever they go, and they pick off and destroy 
far more than they eat — as the unripe 
mangoes lying at the foot of a mango tree 
will testify.— The Cvrnhilt iiagewne. 


M o r muni.sm i n P e n n s y lv a n ia .—The 
Mormon craze in this neighborhood in­ 
stead of dying out seems to gain strength. 
Several of the new m ends'rs have hail al­ 
leged representations from H eaven direct­ 
ing them to take additional wives. 
This 
new phase of the m atter has stirred the 
community deeper th an ever, and it will 
not he safe for any polygamous m arriages 
to he attem pted. 
One of the parties di­ 
rected to ¡doral m arriage is an old man 
past 70 years of age. 
The citizens have 
brought Rev. Charles Frazier, formerly of 
Salt Lake City, here from Giceusbnrg, to 
combat the Mormon missionaries. lie has 
been lecturing here for several nights on 
Mormnonism, to crowded houses. 
At the 
conclusion of one of his lectures a prom i­ 
nent Mormon arose and denounced him as 
a falsifier. 
Violence would have been 
done to him , but Frazier implored the 
audience to let him go unmolested. 
The 
physicians here have abandoned several 
of ih eir cases among the Mormons on ac­ 
count of the patients claim ing th at God 
had instructed them not to take the pre­ 
scribed medicines. 
Several Mormon fami­ 
lies have sold their goods and are preparing 
to m igrate to U tah.— Fayette Cor. Ifarris- 
bury Patriot. 


H a i r - c u t t i n g M a c h in e .— It is said 
that a hair-cutting m achine for the human 
head is one of the latest reported inven­ 
tions. 
The machine, says the Mining aw l 
Scientific Prc.v, is a small box-shaped im ­ 
plement operated with a spring. 
In oper­ 
ation, after the spring is wound by means 
of the key, sim ilar to a common clock, if 
a button is pressed the knife plate recipro­ 
cates at a higli speed. 
If the m achine is 
now moved over the head, the comb passes 
through the hair, which will be cut off bv 
the fixed and reciprocating knife plates a 
greater or less distance above the comb. 
H air can be cut either long or short by 
adjusting the legs in the box so th at the 
comb and cutters are at the required dis­ 
tance. 
A person can easily cut his own 
h air by means of this m achine w ithout 
danger of cutting hi* ears or injuring the 
scalp, because the outer ends of the knives 
are j>rotected by a comb. It is well adapted 
to clipping sheep, ponies, dogs or hides, 
thus m aking a very useful help for farmers, 
furriers, etc. 
I t has such a universal ap­ 
plication for hair-clipping, and is said per­ 
forms such perfect work, th at it is certain 
to m ake a very profitable article for a 
m anufacturer's sjiecialty. 


I m p ro v e m e n t in B le a c h in g .— A new 
method of bleaching has l>een discovered, 
and, we understand, a patent applied for, 
by H enry X uttall, bleacher, of Fall R iver 
Bleachery, by which a saving w ill be 
made of over half the coal, labor 
and 
chemicals, and fhree-fourths of the tim e 
used by the present system. 
T he new 
m ethod will make a complete revolution in 
bleaching. 
It is said to l« ahead of the 
new style of bleaching done by our Eng­ 
lish cousins, who use carbolic wrA.— FaU 
River .Veuk. 


DOMESTIC HINTS. 


Drv pocket glue is made of twelve parts 
of good glue and li ve parts of sugar. 
The 
glue is boiled until it is entirely dissolved; 
the sugar is then put into the glue, and 
the mass is evaporated until it hardens on 
cooling. Lukewarm w ater m elts it readily, 
and it is excellent for use in causing paper 
to adhere firmly, cleanly, and w ithout pro­ 
ducing any disagreeable odor. 
To make com oysters, take six ears of 
sweet corn (those which are not too old ); 
with a sharp knife split each row of the 
corn in the center or the kernel, length­ 
wise; scrajie out all the pulp, add one egg, 
well beaten, a little salt, one tablespoon­ 
ful of sweet milk, flour enough to make 
pretty stiff h a tte r; dop in hot lard and 
f r v a delicate brown. 
I f the corn is quite 
young omit the m ilk, using as little flour 
as possible. 
T his is an excellent way to dry peaches 
for w inter use: 
Peel yellow peaches, cut 
them from the stone in one piece; allow 
two pounds of sugar to six pounds of the 
fruit, make a syrup of three quarters of a 
pound of sugar and a little w ater; put in 
th e peaches, a few at a time, and let them 
stay until quite clear. 
Take them up 
carefully on a dish and set them in the 
sun to dry. 
Strew powdered sugar over 
them on all sides, a little a t a tim e ; if any 
syrup is left remove them to fresh dishes. 
W hen they are quite dry lay them lightly 
in a jar w ith a little sugar sifted between 
the layers. 
Goslings prepared in this way are ex­ 
cellent: 
P u t one ounce of salt pork cut 
in dice in a saucepan and set it on the lire. 
W hen the pork is m elted put in it a 
gosling, cleaned and trussed in th e same 
manner as a chicken, and brown it. 
P u t 
one ounce of butter in a saucepan ; thor­ 
oughly m ix w ith it one tablespoonful of 
flour and set it on the fire. 
As soon as the 
butter is m elted put the gosling in it with 
one quart of green peas that have been 
blanched for two m inutes (th at is, boiled 
for two minutes, then plunged in cold 
water and instantly drain ed ); add one 
¡>int of w ater or broth, a bunch of season­ 
ing composed of four stalks of parsley, one 
of thyme, one clove and one bay leaf, w ith 
salt and pepper. 
Sim mer until cooked ; 
remove the fat and the seasoning and serve 
hot. 
If the broth or water boils away, 
add a little more. 
A w riter for an Eastern journal says: 
“ As th e tim e of year is near at hand 
when farm ers’ wives will begin to lay up 
their w inter store, I will tell the sisters 
how I [>ut up corn. 
W hen it is fit for 
table use I cut it off th e cob, m ix salt 
with it until 1 can see the salt, or much 
too salty for use, then pack in ve.sr.els that 
will hold brintf; set away for the Winter. 
It will keep so nicely. 
W hen you wish to 
use it, soak or scald it (I prefer scalding), 
in plenty of water and a little flour or 
meal to replace the starch which it loses 
to some extent in the process. 
Season to 
suit the taste. 
You will find this way the 
cheapest and best. 
Cabbage may be kept 
sweet and good for w inter by m aking a 
brine strong enough to hold up an egg ; 
then cut the heads of cabbage in halves 
and ¡dace them in the brine. 
W ill some 
of the sisters tell me how to preserve green 
beans for Avinter'!" 


WOMEN OF OUR TIME. 


U xucing anil .Music in 1’e r .la , 
Two girls come forward slowly— fur tbe 
true O riental is never in a hurry—remove 
their chngats, or head covering, and Ihjw io 
the assembled guests. 
For some seconds 
they stand quite motionless, then the eye­ 
lids begin to move, aud by degrees each 
muscle commences to quiver until every 
limb is affected. 
A lthough all present, 
with the exception of myself, had seen this 
a thousand times before, no sooner had the 
dancers advanced than the attention of 
every one was engrossed. 
T he performers 
then bent their heads gradually back until 
they almost touched the ground, then they 
raised themselves and leaned forward until 
they sank down upon their knees, still 
quivering in every muscle, until at length 
they lay prone 
on 
the 
ground. 
Fur 
some seconds they remained there quite 
motionless, as though anim ation were en­ 
tirely suspended. 
T he first sign of return­ 
ing life was to move the heads from side to 
side, 
the 
quivering 
motion 
recom­ 
mences, and the dancers assume their 
upright 
position 
and 
break 
into 
a 
sort of badly-danced polka. 
T his native 
dancing m ight almost be called a song 
illustrated by gestures and posturing rather 
than dancing in our acceptation of the 
word. 
These song dances are usually ac­ 
companied by a din of tom-toms, or a 
squeaking sort of violin, but played by the 
fingers only; the sounds produced are mon­ 
otonous, and not pleasing to European 
ears; the movements of the dancers arc 
m arked by castanets. 
Persian music and 
singing are very different to our W estern 
ideas of harmony, and the rendering of a 
song so ridiculous being more a series of 
grimaces and contortions than melodious 
intonation. 
Yet Persians rave about their 
music ju st as they do about the sweetness 
of their fruits, the beauty of their women, 
the fertility of their country, and 1 have 
no doubt that our music is ju st as discord­ 
ant to their ears as theirs is to ours. N ight 
after night they will sit up at these and 
sim ilar entertainm ents which to us would 
he insupportably tedious, and this music 
and singing will hold them breathless and 
unwearied. 
T he tam borine is a very fav­ 
orite instrum ent. 
It is held upon the lap 
and is played by striking the tightly- 
stretched skin w ith the second and third 
fingers of the right hand and the four 
lingers of the left hand.— Lomlon Society. 


I ’a u i. J o n e s a n d t h e C o u n te s s’ T e a ­ 
p o t.— In early days K irkcudbright town 
was a port of some tiitlc importance, with 
a foreign trade and w ith ships th at often 
passed the Pillars of Hercules and brought 
home the spoils of the East from the ite­ 
ran t. 
“ Ane rich towne full of m erchan­ 
d ise” was K irkcaldy, according to Hector 
Boere, and as recently as the early part of 
the j .resent century K irkcaldy had some 
trade with the W est Indies, and casks of 
rum and sugar and negro servants from the 
plantations were not unknown upon its 
quays. A W est Indian vessel hailing from 
K irkcaldy was commanded by one Paul 
Jones, son of the head gardener on the 
lovely grounds of th e E arl of Selkirk, in 
St. M ary’s Isle. 
Some difficulty with the 
carpenter of the ship, ending in the car­ 
penter’s violent death, was the cause, ac­ 
cording to Paul's enemies, of Captain 
Jones deserting hi* native land and taking 
the side of the American colonists in their 
struggle with the m other country. 
How 
Paul Jones, with his tin y squadron, defied 
the naval power of England and insulted 
her flag along her own coasts is fam iliar to 
every reader of Cooper or A llan Cunning­ 
ham. 
But a curious incident was the visit 
ol the Captain to the scenes of his youth 
and his descent upon St. M ary’s Isle, wiien 
the sailors cleared the E arl of Selkirk's 
residence of its ¡date, carrying off even the 
silver teapot from which the Countess was 
about to partake of her Bohea. 
Injustice 
to Paul it must he said th a t he had not 
authorized the plunder, and he subse­ 
quently returned every article taken, in­ 
cluding the silver teapot,which the Count­ 
ess long preserved— tea leaves and all— as 
a memorial of the event. 
A story is in 
this connection told against the burgesses 
of K irkcudbright, how after long and ear­ 
nest deliberation, while the enemo’s craft 
was lying in the bay, they summoned up 
resolution as night drew on to train a gun 
against the ship, and even to fire it oft'. 
Upon which, the rebel ship m aking no re­ 
ply, the townspeople came to the conclu­ 
sion th at they had disabled her, and, to 
complete the eood work and send her alto­ 
gether to the bottom, they fired round after 
round till the morning's dawn revealed the 
fact th at the rebels had sailed silently 
away, and th at the objective of this can­ 
nonade, which seemed little the worse for 
its pounding, was a tali rock th at stood 
forth from the m iddle of the bay.— A il tbe 
Vear Round.

L ead-toi*oning by H ousehold U te n ­ 
s ils .—The German Parliament has now 
under consideration a bill that is intended 
to regulate the employment of lead in the 
manfacture of cooking and other domestic 
utensils, and so to diminish the risk of 
poisoning by that metal. The provisions 
of the measure forbid the use of vessels 
containing more than 10 per cent, of lead 
in their composition for the above pur­ 
poses. 
No alloy with over 1 percent, may 
be used iu coaling iron articles used in 
cookery. Solder may consist of lead to 
one-tenth of its amount, hut no more. 
Enamels into which lead enters are treated 
with equal stringency. 
The effect of this 
hill, if it is passed, will he to obliterate the 
legal existence of pewter and of soft solder 
as at present made, *ince the-c alloys con­ 
tain from one-half to one fourth their 
weight of lead.— Mirlical News.
